THE RETREAT FROM MONS.

EYE-WITNESS’S ACCOUNT. 
——— 
(By “AN OLD CONTEMPTIBLE.”) 
VERY year, as the anniversary of this|famous battle of Marlborough’s days. 


a immortal achievement approaches, 
my memory throws aside the pages of 
time in an effort to catch once more the 
sensations and the thoughts which were 
blended together in these ten days—days 
which, in retrospect, were undoubtedly 
the deciding space of time in the whole 
war. I do not think enough importance 
has been attached to the retreat from 
Mons, by those who are students of 
strategy, in the light of subsequent 
events. True it is that the retreat was 
forced upon Sir John French by superior 
numbers, but it must never be forgotten 
that in the manner in which the 
manceuvre was executed lies the virtue of 
its greatness. 

Had the Germans reached Paris—had 
they reached the Channel ports— 
Germany, instead of the Allies, would have 
won the war. I know that a statement of 
this nature is highly debatable, but when 
one considers the perfect machine-like 
operations of the German Army, its exact 
time-table to which it was working, one 
can also consider the loss of moral and: 
quasi-confusion caused in. the same 
machine by the intrepid and stubborn 
retreat of Sir John French and his little 
army of Conteimptibles. 


HONOUR OF THE REGIMENT. 


Well I remember the commanding 
officer, now a lieutenant-general,~ calling 
‘all officers into the ante-room and 
addressing us, not with any straining 
after oratorical effect, but with the 
straightforward simplicity so marked in 
senior officers of pre-war days. He con- 
cluded: “Gentlemen, I want you, at all 
costs, in all places, at all times, to 
remember the honour of the old regiment, 
which I now leave, with confidence, in 
vour hands.” Once more that quiet, 
dignified voice of the C.O. :—‘* Gentlemen, 
will you drink with me one toast: ‘ The 
regiment and those we leave behind.’”’ 
From the barrack square sounded the 
‘fall in,” and as we passed out one by 
one we each felt a fuller sense of respon- 
sibility, a quickening of the heart-beat, 
and walked with a firmer and prouder 
tread. 

As the officers appeared on the square in 
a bunch, twenty-eight all told, a most 
unheard of mass breach of discipline took 
place. It started somewhere in No. 
Company as a quiet murmur, but 


Just past here was the frontier post, but 
there were no “douaniers ” to pounce 
upon the contraband we were bringing 
into the country. 

So to Frameries. Away in the distance 
from La Taisnieres we heard the thunder 
of the guns at Maubeuge, the first intima- 
tion of the terrible conflict. Now it 
became more ominous and sullen; men 
just looked at each other, but could not 
speak; duty became punctilions and 
exacting. I was in No. 1 Company, and, 
as soon as we arrived at the Mons Canal, 
running through Jemappes, that company 
was ordered to push on to Ghlin, a small 
village about two and a half miles N.N.W. 
of Mons, in an endeavour to get in touch 
with the German advance guard. We had 
“ fallen out ” in this little village square, 
when, suddenly, we heard a drone far 
away in the sky; the order to take cover 
was given immediately, and a*minute or so 
later appeared a German “ Taube”’ nosing 
about 1,000 feet up; it passed on, and we 
did not see it return—it was our first 
experience of the enemy, not a very com- 
fortable one; for we recognised that here 
was a new factor, a new eye which could 
watch to some effect, and we were 
lamentably equipped in that respect. My 
skipper had pushed in further, leaving me 
in command, and it was to me that the 
village Burgomaster came asking for a 
British officer to go to the telephone. 


ACTION BEGINS. 


There I received an order to the effect 
that as 250,000 Germans were advancing 
down the Brussels-Mons road the brigade 
was to fall back on the Mons Canal, and 
entrench at will. Taking my skipper’s 
horse, I pounded the road to Jemapp-s, 
and handed over my message. Then began 
a night of feverish but ordered work, and, 
when the sun rose, it would have required 
much more than a casual look to detect 
the change in the canal banks. During 
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‘along that enemy scouts 


the night there had come sounds of inter- 
mittent rifle fire to our left, ard we learnt 


‘in the early morning that our regimental 


scouts had been in touch with the Uhlans, 
the crack cavalry of the German Army. 
About 5.30 a.m. the word was passed

Tensely we watched and 
waited, for we knew they must pass within

did behind him, and raised his hand to | 


the salnte: so he stood for a second or 
two. and then let his hand fall to his side. 


Immediately the cheering ceased, as if by | 


magic, and across the square, that all 
might hear distinctly, three 
travelled from his lips: “ Thank 
boys.” 


BY SEA TO HAVRE. 


Never will I forget a little old lady, 
dressed in black, who, standing at our 
carriage door, took both my hands and 
bid me good-bye, with brave, tear-dimmed 
eyes. “Look after my boy.” Her boy 
being my skipper of forty years of age, to 
whom war was no stranger, and I but a 
fledgling in arms; a bullet. was waiting 
for “her boy” on the Marne. A whistle 
blew, and to the strain of the anthem of 
those who never come back, ‘‘ Auld Lang 
Syne,’ the train slowly rolled out of the 
station, amidst thundering cheers from the 
platform and train.... “Will he no 
come back again 7” was the thought in the 
heart of each woman and man left behind.

When we were two hours out from 
Southampton all our speculations were 
set at rest by the C.O., who received from 
the Captain the sealed orders disclosing 
our destination as Havre. The voyage was 
uneventful, though, through the night, 
those of us who paced the decks deep in 
wonderings at the things we were about 
to face, were conscious of fleet forms glid- 
ing around—the watchful destroyers of our 
escort. <A bright, though mit morning 
welcomed us at Havre, where disembarka- 
tion proceeded without a hitch. It was 
funny, this first experience of a foreign 
land—the strange language, almost unre- 
cognisable from that we were taught in 
our schools; our efforts to use what was 
left in our harassed memories were 
ludicrous, but somehow or other we 
managed to make ourselves understood. 
From Havre, through whose crowded 
streets we marched, we took the road to 
Harfleur, where a concentration camp had 
been formed. 


TOWARDS THE FRONT. 


Along the route the ovation was 
tremendous. One would think that we 
were the representatives of a foreign 
nation to some national carnival—in truth, 
we were, to the carnival of death. Flowers 
were showered on us for those few miles 
we had to march; water, wine, cider, 
fruit were proffered by those who wished 
to show their appreciation of England’s 
immediate response to the call for aid 
from her ally. That march was a trier ; it 
was the first time that the majority of the 
regiment had experienced a real scorcher 
of a French sun, and it was with feelings 
of gratitude that we eventually arrived at 
the camp, a 

But the sun stayed not the whole day ; 
for, in the afternoon,-a deluge started 
which reduced the ground to a quagmire. 
That night, too, we were visited by a 
thunderstorm which beggars description, 
beside which the afternoon’s display was 
a Scotch mist. 


* * * . * 


These are but flashes of memory, so you 
must: now come with me on our train 
journey up North, our destination once 
more a secret. For thirty-six hours we 
travelled, everywhere we stopped receiving 
the same wonderful ovation, and living 
on the things of food and drink presented 
to us instead of the rations we carried. 


-Through Rouen and many other towns, 


large and small, till we arrived at 
Landrécies, where orders for detraining 
were received. 

Who does not remember this little place, 
where a few days later the immortal 
stand was made by the Guards’ Brigade? 
Here it was, quiet and peaceful in the 
morning sun, the inhabitants, old men 


and women—for the young men had all 


been called up—welcoming us in their 
quaint but spotless garb. And we talked 
to them by signs and curious French, but 
we understood them better than their 
fellows of the larger towns, because we 
found a greater equality in our idioms and 
grammar—they were both atrocious! We 
had with us two Frenchmen as inter- 
preters, both speaking wonderful English ; 
they had been waiters in London three 
weeks previously, and they lightened the 
burden of makin: things understood. 
Then began the march to the Belgian 
frontier—Maroilles, Noailles, La Tais- 
niéres, La Longueville. 


THE FIRST “TAUBE.” 

In this last place we had an experience, 
my skipper, another subaltern and myself 
being billeted. in the house of an 
auctioneer, who was ‘also the village 
schoolmaster, the. whole family, Madame 
and her two daughters, as well as

Sullenly we obeyed the order to retire, 
doggedly we went back; tired we were, 
but our blood was up to think that we 
were giving up what we could have held— 
so we thought—indefinitely. 


THE RETREAT ENDS, 


So the story goes on. Back over some 
of the ground on which- we advanced, 
through Solesmes to Le Cateau, where 
once more we faced enormous odds, leaving 
here many silent witnesses of our dogged- 
ness and spirit. Yes! the old órd 
Division saved the Allies that day ; saved, 
but suffered. Poor remnarrts that came 
out physically tired, but morally fresh. 
They had bitten, and bitten hard. On 
our right flank the Germans got a terrible 
pommelling. Three battalions of the 
Prussian Guard were raked fore and aft 
by the R.H.A, Brigade, and in as many 
minutes ceased to exist even in name. We 
heard of So-and-so being slain, but our 
sentiment was killed, or was it laid by as 
a plaything for those who some day might 
be fortunate enough to be able to 
remember? Oh! the weariness of that 
night. We walked in our sleep. 

At a ten minutes’ halt men lay down on 
the road setts, and fell asleep ere 
their heads had touched the road. They 
had to be kicked to life again. You slept 
as you walked; you saw visions of some 
eastern palace covered with the blush of 
sunset, or lit by myriads of fairy lights ; 
your foot struck a stone, and you 
awakened to the blackness of the night, 
or the dim light. of stars that blinked to 
keep back their tears. Of another night 
trek I would tell, of a blackness unimagin- 
able; perhaps, it was the shadow thrown 
by the wings of Death so close around. 
Maps which had arrived in an ammunition 
cart fresh from the press had to be torn 
up that stumbling feet and sleep-strained 
eyes might see the road along which to go; 
that was between Ham and St. Quentin.

SERVICE.

The service will 
give Dublin (Céntral Area) subscribers tele- 
phonic connection, with the United States of 
America, Canada, Cuba and Mexico. 

Extensions beyond Dublin will be made as 
soon as circumstances permit. 
Communication between Dublin and Lon- 
don will be-by means of telephone circuits in 
the new Belfast-Isle of Man-Blackpool cable. 
Between London and New York communi- 
cation will be by the wireless service of the 
American Telephone and Telegraph Co. 

The charges will vary from £9 6s. Od. 
(minimum for first three minutes’ conversa- 
tion), with £3 2s. Od. for each itional 
minute or fraction thereof, in fe of the 
first American zone, to £12 6s, Od; (first 
three minutes), with £4 2s, Od. for each addi- 
tional minute, in the case of Cuba. 

The service will be inaugurated on Monday 
with a personal conversation between Mr. 
M. R. Heffernan, T.D., Parliamentary Secre- 
tary, Department of Posts and Telegraphs, 
and Mr. T. G. Miller, General Mar:ger of 
the American Telephone and Telegraph Co. 
at New York.

I am afraid that something has passed 
from among us, the spirit of hospitable 
kindness. After a weeks walking 
pedestrians are beginning to fret a little. 
The first day motorists, moved, I suppose, 
by novelty, showed human feeling, and 
gave lifts readily. I have seen latterly 
solitary men in large cars sweep to and 
fro from the city with careless eyes for 
those waiting at street-corners for a ‘bus 
which will certainly be full ; ignoring old 
ladies, tired girls and men, whose actions 
obviously showed that they were put about 
by delay. Kinder are lorry drivers, who 
probably ought not to take up anyone; 
they are not too proud to do somebody a 
good turn. I was in London during a rail- 
way strike on the tubes; the ‘buses were 
out in sympathy. No private owner of a 
car was so curmudgeous as not to take 
his quota of passengers 


Pity the Poor Motors. 


I have felt really sorry for some of the 
old dug-out cars I have seen doing the 
trip to the city these few days; their 
springs ‘wheeze \and squeal, their brakes 
shriek, their gears gnash their teeth in 
agony, and their coats are mangy. I have 
felt sorry, too, for spruce new cars driven 
for the first time to the town by nervous 
amateurs; they look so ashamed as they 
stand in the street after a stoppage, while 
the driver, harrassed by onlookers, by 
muttered curses from behind, and by the 
cold aspect of the Guard, loses all 
recollection of how to start again. How 
that motor shivers .with shame. Others, 
worse still, in the dash to avoid 
pedestrianism have become casualties. I 
have seen an incredible number of minor 
casualties to motor cars during the week. 
Perhaps they happen unnoticed when the 
city is full; all eyes turn upon them now 
in their moments of reproach. I have 
felt also for the motor ’bus. Harrassed 
and overworked night and morning, he 
sinks beneath his double load, but bears 
nobly on.

Gram Fares. 


In the present crisis of the tram strike 
many expedients have been suggested to 
meet the trouble, and everyone seems to 
be agreed that it cannot be solved by 
raising the fares. But cannot something 
be done in the way of fare adjustment to 
encourage people to make more use of the 
trams for short distances. A friend of 
mine has made an interesting suggestion 
in this connection. 
official stopping-places be clearly 
numbered consecutively, and be situated 
at nearly equal distances apart. Then 
the fares could be fixed at a penny for 
three, four or five stages, and this rate 
would operate from whatever stopping- 
place one boarded the tram. Thus a 
man boarding a tram at stopping place 
Number 3 would get to (say) Number 
7 for a penny, to Number 11 or 
twopence, and so on. The present fares 
for short, intermediate distances are not 
only confusing, but very unjust.

An Irish Airship. 


The attempt-to establish a regular aerial 
route over Ireland from Galway to Britain 
calls to mind an ancient Irish story which 
must be the earliest appearance of the 
airship in imaginative fiction.

peers published last year, 
ae on irish Archeology.

macnois.”’ Elsewhere 
a fuller account is 
given of the marvel. 
It is stated that Mass

side were surprised by the sight of a fully- 
rigged ship sailing overhead. An anchor 
was trailing, or was let down, and caught 
in the archway of the cathedral. Down 
the anchor sheet from the ship a man 
was seen to come. He strove to disentangle 
the anchor, but some of the worshippers 
laid hold of him. He struggled, and cried 
out that he was drowning, whereupon they 
released him, and he climbed back bv the 
rope to the ship. The ship then sailed 
away. 


Was It Mirage > 


The story became so popular that it 
travelled to Norway, where it was recorded 
in a twelfth century work called the 
 Kongs-skuggsja.’’ In the Norse version 
the man from the ship was released at the 
command of the bishop, who left the altar 
to see what the commotion was about, and 
warned the people that the stranger was 
in danger of drowning. The Norse version 
adds, I gather, that when the mariner 
escaped he cut the cable and the anchor 
remained behind, to be shown for many 
centuries in proof of the truth of the tale. 

Dr. Macalister makes the sensible sug 
gestion that the whole story originated in a 
mirage which caused persons at Clon- 
macnois to see the apparition of galleys 
that were sailing up the Shannon. The 
touch of the drowning man, however, is 
the work of a true master of story-telling.

A correspondent writes:—-The descrip- 
tion of Mr. Sadler’s attempt to cross the 
Irish Sea by balloon in 1812, which was 
given in a recent issue, reminds me of the 
efiorts made by one Richard Crosbie, a 
native of Wicklow, in 1785, to accomplish 
the first flight acroes the Channel. 

A large and fashionable gathering, 
which included the Viceroy and his court, 
attended to witness the ascent from 
Ranelagh Gardens, but at the critical 
moment the  gaily-decorated balloon 
refused to budge, and poor Crosbie had to 
disembark. He had only reached the 
ground when a movement was noticed, 
and one of his assistants just succeeded 
in clambering on board as the balloon 
shot upwards, and was wafted towards 
the.sea. Luck was against the attempt, 
for the wind was adverse, and the balloon 
fell into the miles heyond 
Howth, the aeronaut being rescued by the 
local fishermen.

Oranges and Lemons,

Sunday Observance. 


The recent strictures passed on thie Duke 
of York and Mr. Ramsay Macdonald by 
the ‘‘Wee Free’’ Churches in Scotland 
for alleged non-observance of the Sabbath 
remind me, writes a correspondent, that 
some parts of the North of Ireland are 
quite as dour in this respect.

SHAW’S WORK ATTRACTS 
BIG AUDIENCES.

MALVERN, Friday. 
Three evenings have sufficed to take a 
theatre audience on a great adventure through 
human life on this earth. Bernard Shaw's 
Back to Methuselah ’’ is as much a chronicle 
play as a “ Metabiological Pentateuch,’’ and 
what an audience actually gets is a series of 
selected glimpses at its ancestors, itself, and 


| its successors, from the Garden of Eden to a 


time thirty thousand years hence. When the 
whole vast scheme has been unfolded, the 
total effect upon an audience 1s as likely to 
be bewildering as tonic.. It is very doubtful 
if any member of the packed audience has 
left the theatre with a conscious determina- 
tion so to mould his life in the future that 
the experiment called man will have been such 
a success that he need not be superseded by 
a new creation. 

Watching the effect of the five parts of the 
great play on an audience throughout three 
successive evenings, it might easily be assamed 
that the comedian Shaw has made a much 
more lasting impression than the philosopher 
Bernard. It was in such scenes as the 
arrival of the elderly § gentleman at 
Burrin Pier, and his boyish behaviour 
In conversation with long livers, and 
the consultation of the oracle by the Prime 
Minister, that the response of the audience 
was most marked. Yet, the silence to which 
Parts 1 and 5 reduced the crowded theatre, 
in which there was something of the holiday 
atmosphere, was so impressive that the be- 
ginning im a vortex of force, and the final 
aspiration to become a vortex in thought, 
suggest that in time these two parts will be 
found to have made the more durable and 
more dynamic intellectual effect. 

LITTLE OF ACTION. 

In neither of these two parts 1s there much 
of what is usually called drama—that is. 
there is little or no action proceeding directly 
from the words or situations set down and 
conditioned hy the author. Instead there is 
close reasoning, in whic every word counts. 
and for an adequate appreciation of it the 
audience must be silent, patient, intelligent 
and rational. These are not qualities usually 
demanded by the contemporary English 
drama, nor, indeed, by the contemporary 
drama of any country, and consequently it 
is highly improbable that ‘‘ Back to Methuse- 
lah will ever make a fortune at the box- 
offices. It needs a specialised audience, which 
need not necessarily be a wealthy audience, 
as it is here, and it will never be attractive 
to the audience that is called popular.

Food is not a 
necessity, and economic system is absent 
entirely, so that work is completely elimi- 
nated. For four vears there is life not 
unlike a present-day holiday, and after that 
the life and routine of a contemplative order 
This finds the life of a contemplative order 
so. dull and inadventurous that young 
scientists and sculptors combine to make 
a pair of automatons exactly resembling the 
humanity of to-day. But this pair swagger 
aud pose and lose their tempers until they 
are put to death, after killing their maker. 
[he He Ancients and She Ancients then 
explain to the youngsters the meaning of life: 
which is to conquer the reflexes, subdue the 
body, and live for thought. 

The spirits of Adam, Eve, Cain, Lilith and 
the Snake, summarise the whole series of 
plays in an epilogue, which traces human 
life from its beginning in force to 
its ultimate in thought, and Lilith is un- 
decided whether her experiment has been a 
suceess.

As the 
Ghost of Lilith, Miss Margaret Chatwin spoke 
her epilogue with a rhythmic sonority that 
evoked a faith in ghosts. Her acting in this 
part, with that of her Mrs. Lutestring in part 
three, marks her ag a very fine tragic actress. 
As Amaryllis, the newly born, Miss Daphne 
Heard was enchanting—the very spirit of 
youthful vivacity. 

In its young actresses 
ham Repertory Theatre

CUP DISASTER 


PILOT DROWNED IN CRASH 
ON LAKE, 


POSTPONEMENT OF 
RACE ASKED FOR.

i ROME, Friday. 

Italy suffered another misfortune in her 
preparations for the Schneider Cup yesterday 
afternoon, when a Madechi 67, which was 
being tried out at Desenzano,’ plunged into 
Lake Garda, and the pilot, Captain Giusep 
Motta, one of the leading members of the 
Italian team, was drowned. The disaster 
oceurred at 2.40 p.m. during a test flight of 
the machine, which was a new one. The 
machine ~~ been ha the air only a few 
minutes, when it plunged straight into the 
lake from about 40 feet. As the result of 
the catagtrophe the Italian team has sent in 
8 request to the British authorities to post- 
pone the race for a few days. 

Captain Motta was regarded as a very 
skilful pilot, and there is no disposition at 
present to attribute the disaster to an error 
of judgment. It is believed that either the 
pilot was overcome by sudden illness. due to 
exhaust fumes, as in the case of the American 
Schneider Cup pilot, Captain Williams. or 
else to some structural defect in the machine. 

Motor boats immediately rushed te the 
scene, bat beyond a few pieces of wreckage 
found nothing. The search was continued 
until far into the night, but no trace could 
be found of the pilot’s body. 

The Italian team have asked for only a few 
days’ postponement, in order to have time to 
prepare other ‘machines which are nearing 
completion in the Macchi factory. It is 
thought that in ten days or a fortnight the 
Italian team can be in full ficiency again. 

It is pointed out that this is the third 
machine the Italians have lost in slightly over 
a month. One Fiat machir> was. lost last 
week, and another just over a month ago. 
Some postponement is, therefore, hecessary if 
the Italians are to compete with anv chance 
of success, and it is pointed out also that 
there are precedents in favour of a postpone. 
ment, since the Americans three vears ago at 
Norfolk, Virginia, granted the Italians a post- 
ponement when only Americans and Italians 
were left in the race. ! 

COMPATRIOTS’ TRIBUTES. 

The Italian airmen at Calshot were in the 
middle of the work of assembling their two 
practice machines, which they have brought 
over for the use of their Schneider Trophy 
pilots, when they were stunned by the news 
of the death at Lake Garda of Captain 
Guiseppe Motta, one of their most famous 
airmen. 

“It is just terrible,’’ said one of the non- 
commissioned officers. ‘‘ He was one of our 
greatest pilots, and we hoved that he would 
have been the one to win the Trophy for 
Italy.”’ 

Lieutenant Monti, Assistant Air Aftarhé at 
the Italian Embassy, who is watching the 
interests of the Italians at Calsiot, had 
heard nothing of the report that Italy had 
asked that the race should be postponed, nor 
had any members of the Italian team who 
are now at Calshot. 

POSTPONEMENT OF RACE POSSIBLE. 

There were no officials of the Air Ministry 
at Calshot to confirm the news, but an officer 
of high rank expressed the view that ar 
application for postponement of the race fo 
o few days on account of the catastrophe 
might be considered by the Air Ministry. The 
sye fixed for the race is between August 
4 and October 5. It will be for the stewards 
to consider any action on the question of 
postponement. 

PREVIOUS SCHNEIDER TROPHY 
MISFORTUNES, 

The Schneider Trophy races, like all great 
hazards, has its storv of death and of misad- 
venture of a less serious nature. The crash 
in which Captain Motta was killed was the 
third which has crippled the Italian team 
during their race trials in practice flights 
over Lake Garda. 

Tragedy also disorganised the French entry 
for the trophy. In addition to inability to 


‘complete the machine in sufficient time, which 


was the official reason given for withdrawal, 
the French Schneider Trophy team was dis- 
organised by the death in a flying accident 
of Lieutenant Bonnet, who was the holder of 
the world’s speed record for land aeroplanes. 

America’s participation in the race is still 
in doubt. Lieutenant Williams, the sole 
American entrant, was, unconscious for nearly 
five minutes owing to engine fumes when he 
made his third ansuccessful attempt to get 
his machine to take off on Wednesday. © 

In May. 1928, an American pilot, Lieu- 
tenant F. R. Base, who was in training for 
the Schneider Trophy competition, crashed 
fatally in the Potemac River in a naval 
machine. 

Two months earlier one of the most brilliant 
of Britain's high-speed pilots, Flight Lien- 
tenant S. M. Kinkhead, was killéd in an 
attempt to beat the world's speed record set 
up by an Italian pilot after the last Schneider 
Trophy race. Lieutenant Kinkhead's mono- 
plane dived vertically into Southampton 
Water at a terrific speed. He competed in 
the 1927 Schneider Race at Venice, but was 
forced to retire. During the preliminary 
trials for the 1927 competition, Flying Officer 
Schofield’s monoplane crashed into the sea 
and sank. The pilot was rescued with only 
slight injuries. 

ITALIAN PLANS UPSET. 
From Reotrr’s CorRRESPONDENT. 
ROME, Friday, 7.0 p.m. 

The Italian request for the postponement 
of the Schneider Cup. competition has com- 
pletely upset the plans for the departure of 
the Italian machines and pilots. It had been 
originally designed that they should leave 
Desenzano in a special train of fourteen 
coaches for Zeebrugge, whence they would 
cross to Harwich in the train ferry. Plans 
now, however, depend on the British answer 
to the application for a postponement. If the 
request is refused Italy may decide to with- 
draw from the contest. If it is accepted the 
date of departure will depend on the new 
fixture. se 
_ The less of the Macchi machine yesterday 
is a serious. thing for the Italian team, since 
it is the third machine lost.. 

Four firms have prepared twelve machines, 
from which the machines for the contest will 
be selected. Of these the best are adjudged 
to be those of the Macchi and Fiat firms, 
which have submitted three machines apiece. 
Two other firms have sent in mechines which, 
though presenting interesting new features, 
are vegarded as being, perhaps, too 
“ original ” to be trusted in an event of 
such importance as the Schnieder Cup. 
Italian hopes are vested principally in the 
Macchi and Fiat productions. f these two 
Fiats and one Macchi have been lest; another 
Macchi has orly just reached Desenzano and 
has not yet been put through trial flights, 
while a third is still at the works. 

If a postponement is refused, Italy will 
either have to withdraw from the event or 
trust to almost untried machines. The Fiat 
productions consist of an all-metal monoplane, 
with a 12 cylinder V-shaped engine, normally 
developing 1,000 h.p., but probably capable, 


_ for racing purposes, of developing nearly 


1,300. The Macchi machines are monoplanes 
of the usual type, with 18 cylinder V-shaped 
Isotta-Fraschini engines, normally developing 

h.p.. They are both supposed capable 
of speeds of 360 miles per hour.

PUTTING THE MACHINE 
IN ORDER.

From Ovr Own CORRESPONDENT. 
WASHINGTON, Friday. 

The machinery for the census tabulation 
next spring, which is to be the greatest ever 
undettaken in the history of the American 
nation, is said by Census Bureau officials to 
be virtually complete. 

One hundred thousand persons will be 
mobilised to enumerate statistics on four 
phases of American life—population, unem- 
ployment, farms, and trade. distribution. 
rhey will be under the direction of 675 super- 
visors, and on April 1, 1950, will ¢tart their 
census-taking, which is the hfteenth decennial 
enun-eration of the nation. No appointments 
of supervisors or enumerators have yet been 
announced by the Buréau. 

Tke census will be more difficult to compile 
than previous ones, because trade distribution 
and unemployment will be embodied with the 
usual population returns, .In the past also 
farms have been enumerated in separate 
censuses. 

, Another phase of the census will be the 
allocation of the population as it affects the 
distribution of seats in the House of Repre- 
sentatives among the States. The division 
of the country into enumerators’ and super- 
Visors’ districts has beet nearly cumpleted by 
the Bureau. In cities an enumerator is 
allotted to each 1,600 to 2,000 population, 
while in the rural sections the area is the 
criterion for their assignment. [+ is expected 
the census-taking will require two weeks in 
the cities and a month in the vural districts. 


AMERICA’S ‘* BLACK 
SHEEP.’’ 


A VALUABLE INDUSTRY. 
From Ucr Own CorresPonvent. 

i i PARIS, .“riday. 
America is developing the black sheep 
industry, authentic sheep, the genus ovis 
with weol on—black woo! that makes them 
particularly valuable for fur coats. There 
are about five thousand such sheep, called 
karakuls, in America tow, and about one 
thousand of them are in the flock of Mr. 
Alex. Albright, at Dundee, Texas, who 's 
now in Par.s. He owns the largest flock 
in America. There will be ten- more in it 
soon after Mr. Albright returns, because he 
has just bought that number from the largest 
fleck in Germany, owned by the German 
Government at Halle. Mr. Albright says 
it would be many years, perhaps several 
decades, before there will be enough black 
sheep—literally—in America to supply the 
demand. 

'“ At pvesent the karakul sheep are too 
valuable and scarce to be slaughtered whole- 
sale,” Mr. Albright says, “ but it is always 
necessary to eliminate a certain number of 
anunals from the flock each year, and so 
a small amount of meat and fleece is avail- 
able for sale. The demand for both may be 
judged from the fact that I have standing 
orders at high prices for all the meat and 
fleece I can produce. 

“One of the chief difficulties is the 
difficulty of providing new blood for flocks 
in America, and that is why I came to 
Europe to buy some new ones. The home 
of the karakuls, of course, is the Bokhara, 
in Central Asia, but no effort at scientific 
bueeding is made there, and the long trip 
from Asia would be very expensive.”’ 

Mr. Albright explained that the first black 
sheep were imported into America in 1908 
by Doctor C. Young, who imported some 
more jn 1915. Nearly all the biack sheep 
in America are descended from these im 
portations, 

THE FOUNDATION OF THE INDUSTRY 
WELL LAID. 

“The foundation has now. been laid for 
what w.ll eventually be an important in- 
dustry in America,’” Mr. Albright said. 
“ H has been definitely proved that karakul 
sheep thrive in our South-Western States, 
and that in that climate they are even 
hardier than any other sheep. American 
buyers are learning that karakul mutton is 
one of the finest delicacies, and that the 
fleece is the best, apart from its scarcity; 
but it will be many years before we can 
supply the demand—maybe forty vears. '

A NEGLECTED 
HARBOUR. 


NEED OF IMPROVEMENTS 
AT WEXFORD. 


REPRESENTATIONS TO 
PRESIDENT COSGRAVE. 


-—- 


In the course uf his busy round of engage- 
ments this week at Wexford President Cos- 
giave met Mr. James J. Stafford, who made 
an important statement bearing on the state 
of Wexford Haibour. The President while 
engaged with Mr. Stafford had a full view of 
the harbour from the Chamber of Commerce. 

“Sixty years ago we had in this port,” 
said Mr. Stafford, “seventy or eighty ships 
manned and owned exclusively in Wexford 
ana engaged in export and import trade to 
and from the British Isles, North America, 
the Danube and the Black Sea, and to-day 
we have only three vessels owned in the 
tuwn of Wexford. > 

‘The late Mr. Redinond, great uncle of the 
late Mr. John E. Redmond, built a steamer 
in Wexford about ninety years ago, and 
named her the Wexford, which he traded 
between here and Liverpool. Some years 
‘ater he reclaimed the ground where the Wex- 
ford Meat Company's premises stand at pre- 
gcnt, building a dockyard theve, at which 
the ships of the port were built and repaired. 
hifty-one years ago | started business as a 
clerk in that dockyard, and the first work I 
saw done there was a schooner named the 
Vivid, of 200 tons, being converted into a 
lighter to lighten vessels entering this port. 

CATTLE BOAT "HELD - 

“Since then the conditions at Wexford 
port have been much the same. Last year a 
cattle boat leaving the port, drawing only 
1) feet of water, was compelled on two occa- 
sions to return to the quayside, not having 
sufficient water to leave the port, and this 
very day we have a steamer aground 
vn the bar, the entrance to the 
harbour, drawing eleven feet of water, al- 
te we are near the spring tide. 

‘Twenty-five years ago a deputation from 
the Wexford Harbour Commissioners went 
to London and waited on Mr. Hayes, Secre 
tary to the British Treasury, to seek a loan 
from the Government for the improvemeat 
of the harbour, but it was without avail. 

“ Wexford,"’ continued Mr. Stafford, ‘is 
the only port on the East coast between 
Dublin and Waterford of any importance, 
and the principal agricultural county in Ive: 
land, and owing to the condition of our 
harbour freights from English ports to-day 
run to as much as two shillings and three- 
pee higher on coals than to Reeser Har- 
our, but, of course, with larger tonnage to 
the latter, 

THE FREIGHTS QUESTION. 

“It may be asked why not bring steamers 
to Rosslare, but the rate on coal! from Ross- 
lare to Wexford by rail is 2s. 8d. per ton, 
as against 8d. per ton in pre-war days. In 
this respect it’ is an extraurdinary fact that 
sea-borne freights, at present where there 
is competition, are back to pre-war rates. 

“ While railway rates are in some cases 
three times as much the freight on barley 
from Wexford. to Dublin, in pre-war days 
was 44d. per barrel, to-day it is 1s, 2d., 
while sea-borne freights on cargoes of grain 
to the Bristol Channel, the English Channel, 
North French ports and the Continent are 
only Is, ha“ barrel. It costs less to send 
cargoes of grain 500 miles by sea than from 
Wexford to Dublin. 

‘‘ Shortly before the Great War there was 
an,inquiry into the position of our harbour 
held here by Colonel Gretton, Mr. Peter Field 
and Mr. Lindsay, M.P., for Belfast; but like 
® great many similar inquiries it got no 
further than the Blue Book stages. It was 
the intention of the late Mr. Redmond to 
cut a channel and make a new entrance to 
Cull Channel, which is inside the harbour 
with about twenty feet of water. You can 
see from where you stand the present 
entrance to the harbour, with the remains of 
The Fort at the southern end, formerly a 
Customs station and now almost completely 
washed away. It is the opinion of experienced 
maritime men in the town that there is a 
possibility of the entrance closing up alto 
gether. 

TWENTY-FIVE YEARS AGO. 

“ Twenty-five years ago the Harbour Com- 
missioners built a suitable suction dredger, 
which worked on the bar with very good 
results, making a fair average draft, which 
held for several years They had to dispose 
of her eventually owing to their financial 
position. 

“There is a feeling.” Mr.° Stafford 
emphasised in conclusion, ‘‘ that the tendency 
to-day is to assist larger ports, to the neglect 
of the smaller ones like Wexford. This I do 
not believe, and express a hope that from 
what you have seen of this port it will receive 
the attention and assistance it is entitled to 
from your Government.” 

President Cosgrave accompanied = Mr. 
Stafford to the Fort, where they saw the ruins 
of the buildings, which had to be vacated a 
few years ago owing to coast erosion. While 
there Mr. Stafford indicated the changes 
Which have taken place in the harbour. 

The President displayed keen interest in 
Mr. Stafford’s statement and what had come 
under his personal observation in regard to 
the harbour, and stated that the points 
mentioned raised a very big problem. 


CLOSE OF HOLIDAY. 

President Cosgrave terminated his holiday 
at Rosslare yesterday, when he, Mrs. 
Cosgrave, and their two sons returned to 
Dublin.. On Thursday night he opened a 
dance held in the Strand Hotel. 

On Wednesday he received a deputation, 
consisting of Mr. M. Doyle, Chairman of 
Wexford County Council: Colonel C. W. 
Gibbon, Vice-Chairman; and Mr. W. J. 
Frizelle, Secretary, who put strong represerta. 
tions for State assistance for the improve. 
ment of Wexford-Rosslare road, in view of 
the vastly increasing motor and other kinds 
of traffic. 

The President received the deputation very 
favourably, and on that night he communi- 
cated with the Local Government Department 
on the matters brought under his notice. 

ROSSLARE STRAND. 

Speaking to our representative, 
President referred to Rosslare Strand as 
being one of the finest in Kurope.. He was 
sreatly pleased with the cleanliness of the 
Láin and gardeus which he saw. County 
Wexford had many excellent seaside resorts, 
which he also visited, including Carne, 
Kilmote Quay, Bannow, and Duncannon.

CLASSES FOR BANKERS AND 
STOCKBROKERS.

We often regret the gossip 
and trivial small talk of much of modern 
life. The man or woman who is learning has 
something to talk about more valuable than 
the delinquencies of his neighbours, or the odds 
on the horse or greyhound which he fancies. 

““I see no reason,’ he declared, ‘‘ why we 
should not have a tutorial class for bankers 
to study, let us say, the philosophy of Plato, 
or a class of stockbrokers to study European 
history. -

BELGRADE, Friday. 

A torrential downfall of rain last night 
caused disastrous floods in the town ol 
Skoplje. Towards nine o'clock lice 
officers spread an alarm throughout the 
town by firing their revolvers. Two small 
tributaries of the River Vardar, which 
pass through Skoplie, overflowed, and the 
waters swirled through the lower districts 
of the town. About eight hundred 
buildings, according to the newspaper 
Pravada, were fi out. They were 
mostly working-class houses and sma'| 
workshops, the inhabitants uf which were 
seized with panic. 

There was a rush to escape on to higher 
ground, but about fifty persons, chiefly 
aged people. and children, were drowned. 

More than seven hundred families were 
rendered homeless. 

The material damage is estimated at 
many millions of dinars. It is also 
rumoured that a number of villages in the 
neighbourhood of Skoplje have also been 
devastated by the floods. 


HONOUR FOR THE PRIME 
MINISTER. 


THE FREEDOM OF ELGIN. 

In the presence of a large and distin- 
guished company the freedom of Elgin was 
conferred upon the Prime Minister yesterday. 
The Town Clerk read the Burgess Ticket, 
which referred to the eminence attained by 
Mr. Macdonald in being appointed Prime 
Minister for the second time, thereby reflect 
ing honour on his native county. 

THE HIGHEST HONOUR OF ALL. 

Mr. Maedonald, after signing the roll and 
receiving the silver-gilt casket containing the 
Burgess Ticket, said that Edinburgh and 
Glasgew had each made him a freeman; but 
the honour conferred upon him by Elgin he 
valued as the highest of them all. 

“When your country honours you it 1s, 
indeed, wine of a very rare vintage. When 
I come here I come as the swallow on its 
homeward flight; I come home.” 

General Dawes, proposing a vote of thanks 
to the Lord Provost, who presided, said :— 

“When, last Tuesday, after my visit to 
him, the Prime Minister issued his statement 
of the nature of these naval problems which 
Britain and America are discussing as a pre 
liminary to taking them up. with the other 
naval Powers, and he said in it that a dis- 
tinct advance had been made, I noticed 
shortly after a Press comment to the effect 
that this indicated he had no progress to 
report. I think we should remember thai 
naval negotiations may have favourably ad- 
vanced, though they may not have reached 
necessarily the proper stage for useful dis 
cussion in detail by the Press. 

HIS “ NICKUM " DAYS. 

At the luncheon which followed the 
freedom ceremony, Mr. Macdonald, replying 
to the toast of “Our Youngest Burgess, 
said that he hoped that those of an older 
generation would no longer put him down as 
a ragamuffin; but he was not sure that the 
long road he had traversed was not made 
smooth and possible by the wild experiences 
of his ‘‘nickum’’ days. There was, how 
ever, no time fo? reminiscences: their dut 
was to face their problems: and  syrmount 
them if they could, and if the problems sui 
mounted them to take their defeat as gentle 
men and say—‘ As soon as we can be on 
the field again we will be there.”

LETTER FROM MINISTRY. 

The Free State Ministry for Local Govern 
ment has written to the Limernck Corpora 
tion stating that the Ministry had noted that 
the Council had approved of the plans for 
the new bridge over the Abhev River, which 
is ta cost £20.000, of which £14,000 will he 
given from State funds, the Corporation 
guaranteeing to contribute £6,000, leviable 
un the city rates. 

The Corporation, the letter stated, should 
approach their Treasurer for a loan of £6,000 
There was no analogy between the erection 
of the bridge and Portumna Bridge, as the 
proposed bridge over the Abbev River was 
wholly within the borough of Limerick. 
whereas Portumna was an inter-county 
bridge, and it was nor, thereforé, possible 
to add contributory counties to the cost of 
that to be placed over the Abbey River. 

The Abbey Bridge did not arise in connec. 
tion with the Shannon scheme development 
works, and was not being provided for navi- 
gation purposes, all that was necessary being 
the reconstruction of the present bridge, the 
full cost of which would be borne out of 
State funds, so that no sum would fall then 
upon the local authority.

REMARKABLE SHIP FOR 
ROSS SEA. 


One of the most remarkable vessels to sail 
the seas leaves Birkenhead Docks to-morrow 
(Sunday) for a whaling expedition to Ross 
Sea. She is the Southern Princess, 7,300 
tons, owned by the Southern Whaling and 
Sealing Company, Limited, Liverpool, and 
has been converted from an oil tanker to a 
floating whale factory, with equipment 
to hoist whole whales aboard. Her special 
features include the removal of the funnel 
to the port side to allow ample 
room for dealing with the whales, and the 
building of a new upper deck over the exist- 
ing deck. From the stern end of the new 
deck there is a slipway slanting down to the 
water level so that carcases of whales will be 
hoisted up whole. 

Below deck are blubber butts, boilers, 
patking machines and settling tanks. The 
existing oil tanks will be used for carrying 
fuel for the ship and for the five steam 
whalers” to accompany her on the voyage. 
She can carry 75,000 barrels of whale oil, 
equalling 12,500 tons.

CANADIAN BOOM IN 
BEER. 


GREATLY INCREASED 
CONSUMPTION. 
a 


From Ovrn Own ComRESPONDENT. 
MUNTREAL, QUEBEC, Friday. 

Beer and wine consumption in Canada, 
which fell during the Great War and post- 
war years, due largely to a war-time prohibi- 
tion policy and its effects, has jumped back 
to its pre-war high level. For the first time 
this is shown by figures on the Liquor Busi- 
ness of Canada in 1928, which have been 
issued by the Dominion Bureau of Statistics 
at Ottawa. 

American invasion of Canadian ' wet” 
territory is one of the big factors in the 
recovery of the liquor trade. Canada’s liquor 
pusiness is now more than £20,000,000 a 
year. ‘The official figures of the Bureau show 
that the total sales for the year amounted to 
$21,538,877. This is a tremendous gain over 
the previous year’s figure, the total sales in 
1927 being £14,544,342. 

The figures of the Bureau show that malt 
liquors consumed in Canada in 1928 amounted 
to 88,625,675 gallons, which is greater than 
the peak vear of 1914, when the consumption 
was 58,140,859 gallons. From 1914 to 1919 
consumption decreased, dropping in the latter 
year to 26,035,481 gallons. During these 
years strict temperance legislation was passed 
in all provinces as a war policy. . 

Krom 1919 to 1923 consumptione was 
stationary, around 356,000,000 gallons, but 
from then on heavy gains were shown each 
year. 

Imported wines in 1914 were consumed to 
the extent of 1,061,935 gallons, and this total 
was not excgeded until last year, when 
1,171,192 gallons were consumed. In addi- 
tion, native wines were drunk in 1928 to 
the extent of 4,305,422 gallons. 

Consumption of spirits has not yet got 
back to the pre-war scale. In 1913 the 
“ record ” consumption of 8,555,170 gallons 
was recorded. This dropped off until, in 
1925, the consumption was 1,850,381 gallons. 
Since then a steady gain has been shown, 


and the 1928 total was 4,105,962 gallons, 


POWERS OF INDIAN 
SPEAKER AMENDED. 


SEQUEL TO ANTI-COMMUNIST 
BILL RULING.

SIMLA, Friday. 

The powers of the Presidents of the Central 
Legislature, which have heen the subject of 
discussion since Apri] last, have been defined 
by a notification in the Gazette. This 
announceiment follows recent conversations in 
London between Lord Irwin, the Governor. 
General and Captain Wedgwood Benn, the 
Secretary of State for India. It will be 
recalled that Mr. Patel, the Speaker of the 
Legislative Assembly, refused to allow the 
Public Safety Bill, the Anti-Communist Bill, 
to be proceeded with on the ground that the 
Communist conspiracy case at Meerut was 
pending. 


AN ADDITIONAL RULE.

ARTS AND CRAFTS 
EXHIBITION. 


MUSIC, DANCE AND 
PAGEANT. 


The arrangements for Dublin Civic 
Week--September 7th to 14th—provide 
amusements and things of interest that 
should appeal to the tastes of all. They 
range from a fidating ballroom and 
nightly band performances at various 
points in the city streets to exhibitions 
of arts and crafts. Bands will play 
nightly from 7.30 to 9.30 o’clock on the 
island of O'Connell Bridge, at the 
Gloucester Diamond and at the junction 
= a Bhi and New street. This 
nnovation ought to make a strong appeal 
to Dublin Bc amy vill ao 

No effort has been. spared to make the 
floating ballroom on the Liffey as pretty 
and attractive as possible. An excellent. 
floor is being laid, and at night ihe 
decorations and the Ji ting will be note- 
worthy. Gala and all-night dances will 
be given, an dat some of these there will 
be carbaret shows. The ballroom, which 
1S approached from Butt Bridge, will 
accommodate from 300 to 400 people. It 
1s to be opened on September Áth. 


ART EXHIBITIONS. 

Four art exhibitions will be held during 
the week. Among them is the annual 
exhibition of the Irish Salon of Photo- 
graphy, for which there are 1,500 entries, 
it will be held in Messrs. Cramer and 
Wood’s premises, Westmoreland street. 
Owing to the limited space at its disposal 
the Committee has been obliged to make 
a selection of the works for hanging 
purposes. It is certain that in point of 
artistic merit the exhibition will surpass 
those of former years, and it is believed 
that last year's total attendance of 
12,000 will be exceeded. The adjudicators 
—Mr. Bertram Cox and the Rev. P. G. 
Kennedy, §.J.—have made their awards, 
and they will be announced at the open- 
ing of the exhibition on Friday, September 
6th. The photographs will be on view 
daily from 11 o'clock a.m. to 10.30 p.m. 

The exhibition of work done by the 
students at the City Technical Schools 
will be held in the Bolton street Technical 
Schools and in the City Hall, where a 
model of the Shannon scheme works and 
of the City Waterworks will be on view. 


BEAUTIFUL NEEDLEWORK. 


Preparations are now well in hand in 
connection with the Exhibition of Arts 
and Crafts which w-ll be held at the 
Metropolitan School of Art. The authori- 
ties in charge of the exhibition have 
succeeded in bringing together some very 
excellent samples of modern work. . In 
addition to those, there will be on view 
some very fine pieces lent by the National 
Museum. 

Of first interest among these is a mitre, 
in white satin, richly embroidered with 
Irish ornament of the seventeenth century, 
the work of the Convent of the Poor 
Clares, Kenmare, Co. Kerry. Another very 
rare piece—one of the very finest in the 
possession of the Museum—is a tabernacle 
veil in needlepoint lace. There is no linen 
or net or other foundation, but the whole 
piece, in which figures are very artistically 
worked, has been built up by needle and 
thread. It also is the work of the Poor 
Clares of Kenmare. 

There are some beautiful pieces of 
Italian needlepoint lace,-a notable example 
being portion of the trimming of an altar 
cloth, dated about the middle of the 
seventeenth century. 

There is also a lovely old fifteenth 
century cope, which has been altered to 
form an antepedum, or altar frontal, It 
is of English origin, the central figure 
being the Blessed Virgin, and on each side 
are angels. The orphreys of the cope have 
been added to form top and bottom borders 
for the frontal. These are taken out with 
embroidered panels of the Crucifixion, 
legends of the saints, in gold, silver and 
coloured silk. | 

In this section are also some beautiful 
nieces of ecclesiastical vestments of Spanish 
origin of the fifteenth, sixteenth and 
seventeenth centuries. 

Other exhibits lent for the . occasion 
include copes, dalmatics and chasubles. 
There is a beautiful seventeenth century 
cope in solk brocade lent by the Rev. 
Laurence Stafford. 

The Museum has also lent some fine 
antique pieces of silver, including 
chalices, and a monstrance of the seven- 
teenth and eighteenth centuries, 

An interesting exhibit is a holy water 
stoup of carved oak, Spanish work of the 
eighteenth century 

A graye cross, standing nearly eight 
feet high, with a span of fifty inches, is 
a striking example of wrought iron work 
from Bavaria, dated the seventeenth 
century. 

The Metropolitan School of Art Exhibi- 
tion will be open daily from 10 o'clock 
in the morning to 10 o'clock at night, and 
from 8 p.m. to 10 p.m. daily a member of 
the Art Advisory Committee will conduct 
visitors around the gallery. 

At the National Art Gallery, members

i THE BANK RATE, 

TO THD EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sir,—In the /rish Times. of 22nd inst. 
two letters appear on the above subject— 
one «signed by a correspondent under the 
name. of “John Citizen ” and one by Mr. 
F. Francis Barry. 

With regard to the former letter, your 
correspondent not alone misquotes the state- 
ment made on behalf of the Irish banks with 
reference to the rate charged for loans against 
Government Stock transferred, but, in addi- 
tion, ignores the material difference between 
a loan account (an advance of a definite sum 
for a fixed period on a non-working account) 
and an overdrawn account (an advance of a 
fluctuating amount taken on a working 
current account against which cheques are 
paid and lodgments are received from day to 
day). lit has never been stated on behalf 
of the Irish banks that loan accounts and 
overdrawn current accounts are subject to 
the same rate of interest, nor has it been 
asserted that overdrafts against Government 
Stock transferred or life policies mortgaged 
ure liable to the same rate as overdrafts 
— house property. Your correspondent’s 
efforts to induce your readers to believe that 
the banks deliberately use interest tables 
which are loaded against their customers is 
too contemptible to merit more than a pass- 
ing reference. 

With regard to Mr. Barry's letter, it: is 
only necessary to state that there were no 
changes in Irish borrowing and deposit rates 
between 21st. April, 1927, and 7th February, 
1929. he changes on these dates were 
brought about in the ordinary course of the 
Irish banks’ practice, consequent on an 
alteration in the official minimum or Bank

S1r,—Last month, with a friend, I went 
over to what the racing journalist generally 
describes as a “ pleasant reunion’ in the 
West country. We stayed at the hotel run 
by the railway company. We paid £1 4s. 
each in advance for bed and breakfast. 
Owing to the noise caused by a merry-go- 
round in a fancy fair in the near vicinity, it 
would have been foolish to go to bed before 
midnight. Sleep, therefore, cost about 2s. 


6d. per hour, The maid, on bringing a cup 
of tea in the morning, presented a bill for 
Is., her orders being to get paid or take 
away the tea. Dinner cost 6s. 6d, and had 
to be paid for before one was even allowed 
to enter the dining room, I also paid 3s. 
in advance for a garage. 

On the way home we stopped at a historic 
town on the Shannon. One very. small gin 
and Italian, one small cyder, two small 
portions of thick; tough, cold roast beef and 
a pot of-tea cost 9s, ód. 

Yast week, passing through King’s County 
about 2 p.m. we stopped for lunch. Being a 
fast day and no fish to be had, we consumed 
four boiled eggs, bread and butter and tea; 
cost 7s. 6d. . 

In. County Tipperary we did better A 
liberal helping of chicken and ham, vege- 
tables, pears and cream, coffee, one stout, 
cost 7s, 6d. The waiter was eheerful, wanted 
to. do his best; and it was very good —

EGG MARKETING. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Srr,—With reference to my ‘letter of the 
17th inst. about egg marketing, there are 
various points raised by later correspondents 
to which I should like to reply. 

The figures given in my letter were taken 
from the last British trade and navigation 
returns, and were for the year 1928. But 
conditions have not changed materially, so 
far as the Free State is concerned, for the 
last five years, and, rather than go into 
world-wide statistics, 1 think it would be 
better to go into the basic facts of the 
situation, as they affect the Free State. Chief 
among these is that the expansion of the 
poultry industry is entirely go Se sosa oD 
the export price of eggs, and, whether eggs 
are exported or not, it is the export price 
which makes the Dublin price, and the price 
which producers get, less handling costs. 
There is no reason why there should be any 
marked difference between the price of Iris 
and English eggs, but when the spread be- 
comes as wide as 6s. per hd., as it is at 
resent, the production of eggs i: Ireland 
ehm unprofitab!e. 

Several correspondents have pointed out 
that the export of Irish eggs is mainly 
seasonal, and the reason for this is the crux 
of the whole matter. It is that cottagers’ 
eggs make up the bulk of Free State ex- 
ports, owing to the undeveloped state of the 
poultry industry. Cottagers’ eggs arrive on 
the market in the spring, whem eggs are 
cheapest, because it is inherent in all birds 
to lay at this time, even when kept under 
the most adverse conditions. Cottagers do 
not buy, or even grow, food for their poultry, 
but let them fend to a large extent for 
themselves. If they attempted to feed their 
birds scientifically they might get eggs all 
the year round; but Irish marketing condi- 
tions are so unsatisfactory that they would 
be bound to lose money. 

The point to be recognised is that there 
need not necessarily be any difference in 
price between Irish and English eggs, and, 
whether the present big difference is due 
chiefly to the bad quality of the eggs or to 
the marketing, the fact remains that there is 
not in our marketing system any faculty 
which can diagnose and counteract these 
rice differences. The exporter is not directly 
interested in the price of eggs, as he will 
always get his commission, or turn, on sales, 
whether the producer is making a profit or 
not. Even if the market'ng is done by so- 
called co-operative agencies the producer does 
not necessarily benefit unless the marketing 
is done on “' mass ”’ lines, and in close touch 
with him. These principles are recognised in 
America and other countries, and the mar- 
keting of agricultural commodities is super- 
vised by national boards representative of 
producers as well as traders. In the Free 
State this is already done in the case of 
butter, with most gratifying results. Why 
should it not be done also in the case of 
eggs? 
~The establishment of egg-collecting d¢péts 
throughout the country has also been sug- 
gested, the same as in England; but I do not 
think they are by any means necessary at 
the present stage. The conditions are not 
the same in England as in Ireland, which is 
primarily an exporting country, and it would 
be far easier at the start, and probably just 
as satisfactory, to continue using the country 
egg dealers as collectors, under the super- 
vision of the Marketing Board, the eggs for 
export being concentrated at the ports. It 
does not seem that anvthing would be gained 
by competing with them. or putting them 
out of business.—Yours, etc.,

that his statement about lack of courtesy of 
private motorists is very far from being 
correct. 

He walked into town and noticed scores 
of empty cars passing him, and he, there- 
fore, presumes that such cars had not asked 
anyone to have a lift. In this he is doing 
motorists a great injustice, as the number of 
pedestrians who refuse a lift is more than he 
would imagine. 

I drive down to and from Terenure to the 
top of Grafton street several times daily, 
aud take up scores of people, but two out 
of three journeys I can find no one to 
accompany me. 

A motorist cannot stop anyone on the foot. 
path and offer a lift. He may be only going 
a few yards further; but, if anyone wants a 
lift, he should stand at a_ well-known 
stopping place and hold out his hand. It 
will tell the passing car a lift is desired. 

There is another side to the picture, and 
that is the total lack of courtesy given by 
the public to the motorist who obliges with 
a lift. I drive somebody every journey and 
take up all and sundry; yet, am I eve 
thanked? Seldom! I am more often abused 
because J] will not drive someone somewhere 
that I am not going. Remember not to treat 
the driver as if he were your paid servant, 
but treat him with the courtesy that his 
kindness deserves. When I see a knot of 
people waiting and stop my car and offer a 
lift. the young girls at once swarm in, for 
getting that they are better able to walk 
than the elderly lady whom they elbow out 
of the way. The men are chivalry itself, but 
the selfish conduct of the young girls annoys

CONDITIONS IN 
PROFESSION. 


FROM A CORRESPONDENT. 

The lack of a suificient number of suitable 
applicants for training for the nursing pro- 
fession has recently been occupying the atten- 
tion of one of the English nursing institutes. 

This is a marked and very serious feature 
of the present day. Nursing is a woman's 
job—and a woman's job alone. But it is not 
any woman's job; although any woman 
worthy of the name should, if necessary, be 
able to tackle it more or less efficiently. Still, 
the fact remains that the nurse par cxcellence 
is the hundred per cent. woman, and the 
hundred per cent. woman tends to become a 
rare commodity in post-war conditions. 

he state of storm and stress still prevalent 
after the great upheaval of the war is sweep- 
ing women by the thousand into spheres of* 
activity calculated to develop sets of muscles, 
meital and physical, only intended for use in 
emergency. On all sides we see women under- 
taking work that in easier times was regarded 
as only possible for men. Either from choice 
or necessity many of them have shown them- 
selves possessed of equal capacity in the per- 
formance of such work. But that fact proves 
little more than what has been proved beyond 
question before our time—the adaptability of 
the weaker sex. 


INCREASE IN NUMBERS OF WORKING 
WOMEN. 

Men and women equally must eat to live. 
Unless we resort to the harem system there 
will never again be enough men to supply the 
raw material for the women to. cook for their 
joint meals. Therefore, women in increas- 
ingly large numbers must go forth—armed 
with their native wit and such weapons as 
they can pilfer from the armoury of man and 
learn to handle—to forage for themselves. 

In these conditions many women fitted in 
every way for the nursing profession are’ lost 
to it for economic causes. Women cannot 
—for their own sakes and often for the sakes 
of those dependent on them—deliberately 
choose for a career a profession which, for 
all its unquestioned high standing, is one of 
the worst paid and most arduous in the 
world. 

APATHY ON THE PART OF THE 
NURSES. 

We are told, whenever matters relating to 
nurses’ interests arise for discussion in this. 
country, that nurses themselves will not join 
hands. with real enthusiasm in any effort to 
better their position. Possibly they may have 
learnt the futility of any such action. But 
there is nothing futile in a strong expression 
of public opinion—it 1s one of the most potent 
factors known. If the man and woman in the 
street will look the facts of the case fairly in 
the face, will realise how little will avail 
the miracles of the medical profession without 
adequate backing from the spiritual successors 
of “ The Lady with the Lamp,”” can they do 
nothing? 

Pensions, much better pay and much better 
conditions, these things combined, present the 
only solution. Perhaps the alleged apathy on 
the part of the nurses regarding such matters 
might he replaced by a very different attitude 
if they had any reason to think that the 
general public stood ready to back them in 
any reasonable demands they might choose to 
make.

BODY OF ANOTHER MAN MAY 
BE EXHUMED. 


A Press Association reporter at Llanbryn- 
muir (Montgomeryshire) understands: that 
there is a possibility of representations being 
made to the Coroner for the exhumation of 
the body of Mr. Thomas Jones, a sixty-year- 
old farmer, who died a fortnight before the 
death of Mr. David Pughe-Williams. the in- 
quest on whom was adjourned on Thursday 
until September 5 for the result of the 
analysis of certain organs sent to the Home 
Office. 

Mr. John Williams, another farmer, and 
brother of Mr. David Pughe-Williams, said— 
“TI have heard of the possibility of the body 
of Mr. Jones being exhumed, but I should 
like to make it clear that the suggestion does 
not come from me, and personally I cannot 
seo that it will do any good. 

“Mr. Jones was shearing sheep with us 
the day before he was taken ill, when we 
understood that he was suffering from in- 
lnenza. J also heard that diphtheria may 
have been the cause of his death. Of course. 
if any light can be thrown on the cause of 
my brothers death, we have no objection at 
all to any steps the authorities may consider 
advisable,”’

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PRISON. FOR THREE 
PICK-POCKETS. 


UNWELCOME. VISITORS 
AT TRAMORE.

In the Waterford District Court tosta: 
before Justice McCabe, three English pick- 
kets—John Smith, Alwyn O'Grady and 
‘atrick O'Reilly, all of Manchester—were 
sentenc to three months’ imprisonment, 
with hard labour, for loitering with imtent 
during Tramore race week.

Dublin Transport Problem. 


The tenth day of the Dublin tramway 
strike has arrived, and very little progress 
has been made towards a _ settlement. 
Yesterday's rain brought home to the 
citizens in full force the- sacrifice which 
they are béing required to make, and the 
popular demand for an end to the dispute 
is growing daily. A strike of this kind 
presses Imost heavily on that section of 
the community which ordinarily is not 
vocal. The well-to-do classes either 
possess private motor cars, or are able to 
afford taxi-cabs to take them to and from 
their places of business; but the unfor- 
tunate shop assistants, the typists and the 
general mass of the working population are 
forced to depend entirely on the omni- 
buses, which, admittedly, are unable to fill 
the gap that has been left by the dis- 
appearance of the tramcars, Consequently, 
thousands of hapless persons yesterday 
were caught in the rain, and in the even- 
ing the streets were filled with bedraggled 
workers, making their way homeward on 
foot. In these circumstances, we welcome 
the fact that, even at this late hour, the 
Free State Government has taken official 
cognisance of the strike’s existence. We 
understand that communications have 
been sent to both parties, inviting them 
and, while this 
immediate 


to agree to arbitration, 
move may not meet with 
success, it is a step in the right direction. 
It indicates, at least, that the Govern- 
ment is beginning to realise that the 
Dublin tramway strike is something more 
important than an ordinary dispute 
between employers and their men; and 
we hope that the twenty-three 
members of Dáil ireann who represent 
Dublin City and County—interviews with 
some of whom we print to-day—will urge 
the Executive Council to face the problem 
boldly as a matter which affects the entire 
Free State. The immediate issue of 
wages is important ; but it is only part of 
the broader issue which niust be tackled 
eventually. The whole position of trans- 
port, not only in the City of Dublin, but 
throughout the Saorstdt, is chaotic. If the 
present strike continues for a sufficiently 
long period of time, one side or the other 
will become exhausted; but a forced 
reduction in the men’s wages, on the one 
hand, or the surrender of the company, on 
the other, would settle nothing.

An opportunity has arisen which may 
not eecur again, and the Government 
ought to seize it without delay. The 
situation is sufficiently serious. Since the 
war the development of the motor 
omnibus has been remarkable. The virtual 
monopoly of Dublin's passenger traffic 
which was enjoyed by the Tramways Com- 
pany, and in return for which it was 
saddled with an annual payment of some 
£15,000 in way-leaves, has disappeared ; 
and the unpleasant fact must be faced 
now that the days of the tramway in its 
present form are numbered. Dublin’s 
citizens have invested about £2,500,000 in 
the Tramways Company, which, un- 
doubtedly, has given excellent service for 
many years. . More than two thousand 
men, of a highly respectable type, are 
employed, and already have made a sub- 
stantial sacrifice in wages, recognising the 
| fact that their interests are identical with | 


| those of their employers, and that share- 


holders and ‘workers must sink or swim | 


together. A point now has been reached 
at which the rivalry of the motor omnibus 
has placed company and men alike in an 
impossible position. The company has 
been compelled to pass an interim divi- 
dend, and seeks to improve its finances by 
a further wages “‘cut’’; the men declare, 
not without some reason, that their rates 
of pay already have been reduced to the 
minimum which is consistent with a decent 
standard of life. What is to be done? 
Obviously, a “'patched-up ” compromise 
merely will result in another dispute at 
some later date, whereas we are convinced 
that, if the problem is tackled properly 
now, a permanent solution can be 
found. The Government ought to 
establish a tribunal which will examine 
the whole transport problem, and recom- 
mend, inter alia, means by which the 
transition period betwen the tramcar and 
the motor omnibus can be bridged. Pend- 
ing this tribunal’s report, the tramway 
services ought to be restored on the basis 
of the status quo. The Dublin tramways 
are a public utility, and it is essential 
in the interests not only of the city, but 
of the State, that they shall not be driven 
off the streets until some arrangements 
have been made for their replacement 
without irreparable loss either to the 
shareholders or to the workers. Many 
things are involved in this dispute. . For 
instance, the continued existence of the 
tramways is an important factor in the 
success of the Shannon scheme, and the 
transport problem affects, to a greater or 
less degree, every activity of the national 
being. Once more, therefore, we ask the 
Government to rise to the occasion. A 
bold policy now will save infinite trouble 
afterwards, 


The New Criminal. 


An outstanding feature of urban life 
since the war has been the increase of 
robbery by violence, and it is interesting 
to note, in view of the recent scheme 
formulated by Scotland Yard to instal 
police telephone boxes throughout the 
metropolis and the home counties, that 
the Commissioner of Police in New York 
is applying to the Federal Radio Com- 
mission to be allowed to establish a police 
broadcasting station. According to the 
Special Correspondent of The Times, he 
will fit the five hundred police cars which 
patrol the city with wireless receiving 
sets.

named? A chapter on Dublin in fiction, 
although it suffers by many omissions, 
affords a surprisingly long list of notable 
books that Dublin has inspired. That 
Leinster is a region of rare charm, and 
that Dublin has a proud tradition, are 
facts of no novelty; but over both the 
age has cast ite changes. The fires of 
revolution have made obsolete old views 
of Dublin; political changes have placed 
new Government buildings among the 
sights that attract the traveller, and the 
new transport has altered the accessibility 
of rural spots, bringing scenes hitherto 
sequestered into easy reach of the city’s 
centre. Still the hand of change is at 
work. Unhappily, it is not controlled by 
educated guidance. Green fair places in 
Dublin’s suburbs are being obliterated by 
the concrete foundations of new slums; 
hoardings are planted on the city’s most 
handsome bridge; a transport stoppage is 
permitted to threaten the prosperity of 
tha people, and the rulers of a city that 
lacks a concert hall have nothing nobler 
to set before the citizen than a tre.lis- 
work ball-room on the Liffey. 


The Empire’s Timber. 


In years to come the measure and 
quality of the Empire’s resources ol 
timber well may become a matter of first- 
rate importance. Whether in peace or in 
war, Britain requires an abundant supply 
of many kinds of woods, and foreign 
sources of supply are dwindling. An 
important move has been made by the 
Empire Marketing Board, which has 
approved a capital grant of as much 
as £30,000 to assist investigation into 
the qualities and uses of Empire 
timbers. The work, under the direction 
of an Empire Timber Committee, will 
be carried out by the Board in 
co-operation with the Department of 
Scientific and Industrial Research. A 
catalogue of information will be prepared, 
by which it is hoped to increase the com- 
mercial consumption of such woods. 
Years will be occupied, and three lines 
of investigation will be followed. The 
first aim will be to compile accurate 
information on potential supplies, their 
regularity and their cost at the port of 
delivery. Special liatson arrangements 
are being made with the Forest services 
of the Dominions and Colonies for the 
collection of the necessary data. The 
second aim will be to secure accurate 
technical information concerning qualities. 
This work will be committed to the Forest 
Products Research Laboratory, and in- 
vestigation will be extended to large 
bulks, lest conclusions based on small 
specimens should be misleading. The 
third purpose of the Committee’s work 
will be to lay the foundations of efficient 
marketing arrangements by furnishing 
continuous information accessible to 
timber-users in Great Britain.

WEEK’S RETURNS FOR 
DUBLIN. 


For the week ended August 17 there were 
265 births (140 boys and 125 girls) and 93 
deaths (57 males and 36 females} in the 
Dublin Registration Area, according to the 
Registrar-General’s report. The number of 
births represents an annual rate of 29.2 
1,000 of the population, and the deaths an 
annual rate of 9.8. The birth rate in each 
of the following areas during the period was: 
Dublin County Borough, 33.8; Rathmines, 
17.9; Pembroke, 6.1; Blackrock, 10.4; Kings- 
town, 27.0; Cork County Borough, 29.9; 
Limerick, 47. 6; Wateríord, 15.7; Belfast 
County Borough, 16.6; Londonderry, 18.5, 
and London, 17.4, 

The death rate in each of the following 
areas during the period was :—Dublin County 
Borough, 9.9; Rathmines, 10.2; Pembroke, 
13.8; Kingstown, 5.4: Cork County Borough, 
9.3; Limerick, 13.2; Waterford, 2.0; Belfast, 
9.5; Londonderry, 10.4; London, 9.0; Edin- 
burgh, 11.5; Glasgow, 11.1. No death was 
registered in the Blackrock area. 

Deaths from the principal epidemic diseases 
are represented as follows:—Dublin Registra- 
tion Area, 1.4; Dublin County Borough, 1.6;

HUMOUR IN MOCK

AUDACIOUS “ RUN-ABOUT.” 

Shortly after dawn, during the Army 
maneuvres on Salisbury Plain yesterday, a 
raiding party from the Oxford and Bucking- 
hamshire Light Infantry achieved distinction 
by taking a “Redland” outpost, and return 
ing to their own lines with six prisoners.

The Coal Trade. 


Not many weeks should elapse before a 
definite scheme for co-ordination of dis 
trict marketing and regulations for the 
output of coal are produced. The co 
mittee which was appointed recently bv 
the conference of four hundred coal- 
owners to yo thoroughly into the 
matter will probably present their report 
next week, and they are expected to make 
some drastic recommendations. Whether 
the, at present, secret scheme that they 
have evolved will satisfy the Government 
when its details are unfolded, cannot. of 
eourse, be foretold, but that it wil] be of 
a far-reaching character may be taken for 
granted, in view of the Government's 
threat that, unless a drastic scheme to 
control output by scientific marketing was 
speedily put into operation, they them- 
selves would take steps to achieve tha! 
end. 


Artillery and Mechanised Transport. 


Mechanisation has faced artillerists 
with an unexpected problem. Guns a: 
carriages proved equal to the strains of 
horse draught, but the increased pace of 
the tractor shakes them pretty we!) to 
pieces. The track of a battery moving 
rapidly under the new conditions Is 
marked by the number of “ parts” strewn 
about, and it is not only on rough ¢ i 
that this occurs. Covering the wheels 
with heavy rubber tyres has been tried 
a remedy, but it has only minimised the 
trouble, without sufficiently preventin: 
vibration, as mechanised batteries are 


| not now allowed to move at more than ten 


miles an hour and only at that pace, 
when necessity demands. Experiments 
are taking place with a view to deciding 
whether the difficulty can be overcome by 
carrying the gun on board the tractor. or 
whether it would be as well to adopt tie 
anti-aircraft method of having it on a 
fixed mounting on the vehicle. 


British Central Electricity Board. 


So far only few districts have 
obtained om from the operations 
of the British Centra] Electricity Board, 
but, when its ramifications are completed, 
they will reach. at least eighty per cént. 
of the population. Contracts to the 
value of many millions sterling have been 
entered into for carry ing electricity to al! 
corners of the country, and the work will 
provide welcome employment for thousands 
of people. Large numbers of lattice-work 
towers for carrying the transmission 
cables, and hundreds of miles of the latter 
will be required, and the provision of 
these, together with other necessaries, are 
keeping many engineering firms busy. The 
only drawhack to this public utility ‘scheme 
is that the great standards for carrying the

When I first saw. Mr. Bernard Shaw 
here he was leaning on the ledge of the 
booking office at the theatre. It was to be 
the first public rformance of ‘‘ The 
Apple Sart,” and there seemed to be some 
little difficulty about his seat. Usually 
dramatic authors choose to sit in a private 
box, but the well-known perversity of 
Bernard Shaw led him to a seat in an 
obscure part of the circle, and as he went 
across in full view of the entire audience 
the first cheers of the Shaw festival here 
were heard. 

When I spoke to him ie was glad, 
apparently, that Dublin was to be repre- 
sented at this first production of his 
latest play, and just a little surprised. He 
would converse privately eagerly enough, 
but when 1 mentioned the word “' inter- 
view’ he bridled at once. ‘‘ Certainly 
not. I have nothing to say,’’ was his 
brusque way of terminating the conversa- 
tion. Then “I can’t be bothered. There 
is a horde of Americans here, and every 
one of them wants an interview if I give 
one. I don’t know where I may end.” 

It is true enough that there is a large 
number of Americans here, and that 
every one of them desires an interview, a

photograph or a hand shake. But that is 
the penalty to be paid for a name that is 
also a public notoriety, and when it is 
remembered that Shaw owes his first 
public recognitions to Americans, in 
Augustine Daly's tinfe, and his more re- 
cent fame with ‘‘ Heartbreak House ’’ and 
'“ Back to Methuselah ' to the Theatre 
Guild, with Dudley Digges, it will be 
seen how much he owes to that America 
which is also Irish. So, however ungrate- 
ful Bernard Shaw may seem to America, 
.its folk are amongst his most devout pil- 
grims at Malvern, and if they do manage 
to combine Shakespeare at Stratford with 
Shaw at Malvern, that should be 
accounted to them for righteousness. 

** But I want this interview for Dublin. 
Surely you will have a word for that 
excellent city,” I said. 

“Dublin? What could I have to say 

i to Dublin? I was born there.’’ 

| And there for the time our talk ended. 

| Later I saw him several times—in the 

| streets, in the theatre, and at his hotel— 
but anything in the nature of a formal 
interview seemed to be repugnant to him. 


AN ELUSIVE PERSONALITY. 


Finally, I evolved a series of questions 
which 1 asked him to answer, and after 
some little hesitation he agreed. to this 
readily enough. But to get the questions 
answered was still a matter of no little 
dificulty, as Bernard Shaw is the most 
elusive personality in Malvern. He will 
be seen striding quickly and erectly down 
one of the hills on which the town stands, 
but in a moment he will have faded from 
view. Or he will be in the municipal 
swimming pool—a beautiful place in the 
Priory Park—bathing and sunning him- 
self; but once he gets to his dressing 
cubicle he is lost for the time. At the 
hotel Mr. Shaw is always ‘‘out,’’ even 
when he has just entered. 

To one American woman, who asked 
him for an interview, he wrote on a post- 
card: “Jf you waylay me and flourish 
this, I will surrender.” And when she did 
actually waylay him he said. “You must 
hold me by bodily violence if I am to be 
interviewed. So all she actually secured 
was a snapshot photograph of herself in 
converse with the great man, which will, 
perhaps, be more satisfactory “back 
home.”’ : i 

When I did manage to get my questions 
fired at him at last he was not at all 
expansive, but was as sparing of words as 
his plays are of his own opinion. His 
Dublin birth might safely be ignored in 
any critical estimate of his works 


FORMATIVE INFLUENCES. 


It has been stated by the English critic, 
Edward Shands, that Shaw s Irish birth 
is the one thing about his early life that 
may be ignored with impunity, and that 
the formative influences were all English. 
As I hold a strongly contrary opimion 
myself, I asked G.B.S. whether he agreed 
with Edward Shands, telling him at 
the same .time of my own view. 
“i believe,” 1. said, “chat it was 
your Dublin birth and upbringing that 
gave you what you called your normal 
vision when you came to England. You 
could never have seen English people so 
clearly, or criticised them so harshly, if 
you had been born and reared among 
them.” 

“- Your opinion is right,” he said, and, 
punning on the name of another English 
critic, whose name I had inadvertently 
used, “and the Childish opinion is 
wrong.” 

“ Now that you have the same normal 
vision, which enables you to view Ireland 
with the same severe detachment,” I 
said, ““what is your opinion as to the 
future of Ireland 7” ! 

". There was a pause, a wrinkled brow, a 
smile, and then, sharply, as the rattle of 
a machine-gun: “‘I know nothing of the 
future of Ireland.” 

Another short pause, and then, even 
more sharply; Neither does anyone 
else.”*

“Something like this is in the mind of 
King Magnus in ‘‘The Apple Cart,” when 
he receives so very coldly the news that 
the United States had decided to rejoin 
the Commonwealth, and pleads for liberty 
for “ this island, this little gem set in a 
silvery sea,” and in the history lecture by 
the elderly gentleman in the fourth part 
of “ Back to Methuselah,’ and any- 
one who thinks about the political 
possibilities of the future of the 
British Commonwealth in relation to 
Great Britain must at least keep it in 
mind. Great Britain cannot remain 
acquiescent indefinitely, while Dominions 
demand everything and give little or 
nothing in return. .

“Why did you select Dublin as a 
possible residence for King Magnus if, 
and when, the United States became a 
Dominion?’’ Was it, too, because of the 
Horse Show? 

A genial smile lit up the face as he

The grounds were not at all obvious to 
me, but 1 could get no more enlighten- 
ment irom him on the subject. But I 
would venture the opinion that the 
obvious grounds are Mr. Shaw s lingering 
affections for the city of his birth and 
the haunts of his boyhood, rather than 
the Horse Show or any deep political 
reasons. The smile ann that 
opinion. 

“You make the Oueen say in ' The 
Apple Cart,'” I ventured, “that the 
English aristocracy had all migrated to 
Ireland. Now, so far is that from being 
the fact, that a large number of Irish 
country mansions remains unoccupied, 
while those that have been re-occupied 
have been only converted into schools or 
monasteries, and many are just ruins. 
Do you believe that English aristocrats 
will find in Ireland the last refuge of 
aristocracy in the world, just as your 
oracle is located in Galway.”’ 

“It is quite hkely,” said Mr. Shaw, 
“ not, however, as a refuge for aristocracy, 
but as a pleasanter place to live in.” 

“Is there any likelihood that you would 
take one of our vacant country houses 
yourself?” I asked; and then I tried 
some of the Shavian malice by continuing: 
“With electricity from the Shannon and 
a lash from you, there is no knowing what 
we might do."’ 

“The reply,” he said, shyly, “is our 
national formula--{ might.” 

In the tone there was somewhat morte 
assurance than the mere repetition of a 
sluthering formula would warrant, so it 
may be that, having deserted Adelphi 
terrace, he will now desert Ayot St. 
Lawrence and come back home. 

Whether Ireland would be altogether 
pleased by the return of the prodigal is 
another matter. A country which burns 
his books publicly might be as cold about 
the return of America to the British 
Commonwealth. 

The matter of the war debt between 
England and America had been touched 
upon in “The Apple Cart,” so I thought 
I would ask a direct question on that sub- 
ject. ‘“‘Do you think,” I asked, “ that 
the British war debt to the United States 
will endanger the relations between the 
two peoples, or will it bring them closer 
together? In this case is blood likely to 
be thicker than water ?’’ 

“All debts.” said Mr. Shaw, “ under- 
mine the relations between debtor and 
creditor. When the relations are blood 
relations, the danger is intensified.’’ 


THE HAGUE. 


Turning to the Reparations Conference 
at The Hague, I asked: ‘‘ Have you any 
hopes or fears about the Reparations Con- 
ference at The Hague? If Mr. Snowden 
succeeds in his demands, what is likely 
to be the immediate political effect ?’’ 

““None,” he replied, “ except that Eng- 
land will be a little—a very little—more 
pauperised than she would be if Snowden 
is bilked.’’ 

As this is quite contrary to the gener- 
ally accepted and expressed opinion, the 
“Intelligent Woman’s Guide ” must be 
consulted for the reason. | 

When I asked if he really believed it 

ossible that the President of the Irish 
‘ree State, some sixty years hence, as js 
suggested in “ The Apple Cart,’’ might be 
instrumental in inducing the United 
States to rejoin the British Common- 
wealth, Mr. Shaw merely shrugged his 
shoulders and smiled benevolently. It 
was a sceptical Irish smile, which gener- 
ally means that there is a jest some- 
where. 

Everyone here comments upon the 
affability and benevolence which G.B.S. 
radiates. With his company at the theatre 
he is a father. They all seem to love 
him. This is not what the public thinks 
about him, but my own experience verifies 
the view of the “ Players.” His smile is 
fascinating, and it was the last thing I 
saw as I lett him.

PROGRESS OF THE DAWES 
CONVERSATIONS,

WASHINGTON, Friday. 

It was from a White House source that the 
Press of the United States learned yesterday 
that the British Prime Minister was expected 
to arrive here “ about the middle of October.” 

The assumption was permitted that such 
progress had been made towards substantial 
agreement upon a basis of Anglo-American 
Naval reduction that the announcement of 
this visit and an indication of an appropriate 
Gate were now possible. : 

From the same source came the suggestion 
as to a possible ‘official announcement in 
the near future that a Naval Disarmament 
Conference will be called for some time in 
December,” for which the British Government 
would issue invitations, ‘‘ with London as 
the meeting place.’’

“The strained relations between the Arabs 
and the Jews, arising from the _ incidents 
which occurred at the Wailing Wall. became 
worse to-day, when a fight occurred in the 
streets of Jerusalem, which lasted for over 
two hours. 

“Nine Jews were killed, as well as three 
Arabs. ‘Three more Arabs received wounds 
fíon: which they are dying. The number of 
wounded was 107, sixteen of whom were 
seriously injured. 

“Ali shops have been closed, the entire 
police force is out in the streets, as well as 
armoured cars, and efforts are being made to 
quiet the population, which is greatly 
excited.

FIVE POWERS MEET 
AFTER BANQUET. 


MR. SNOWDEN’S > 
NO” AGAIN. 


CRITICAL SESSION 
TO-DAY. 


From Revtrer’s CORRESPONDENT. 


THE HAGUE, Friday, 7.40 p.m. 

Fresh and surprising developments: are 
now an hourly occurrence on The Hague 
‘* front.”’ Nevertheless, at the moment a 
complete deadlock prevails ss the result 
of Mr. Snowden having said “ No” to 
the latest offer of the four Powers. 

The optimists are convinced that a way 
will be found out of the imbroglio, and 
that a settlement will have been reached 
by Monday, when a plenary session of the 
Conference probably will be held in the 
event of a breakdown. 

THE POSITION IN BRIEF. 

The position now is as follows :— 

The four Powers—France, Belgium, 
afd Japan—have succeded in 
dragging Germany into the tangle, and 
are leaving it to the latter Power to come 
forward with proposals which will enable 
them once again to make an offer to Mr. 
Snowden. 

The German delegates, Dr. Helferding 
and Herr Curtius, who have been attend- 
ing the meetings of the four Powers, have 
been told that if Germany will consent to 
renounce her claims to a share of the 
three hundred million marks left by the 
overlapping of the Young and Dawes 
plans, and to an increase of the uncondi- 
tional annuities in return for a corre- 
sponding decrease in the conditional 
annuities, all will be well, and that the 
Hague Conference will be sayed. 


GERMANY'S RESPONSIBILITY. 

In effect, Germany has been given to 
understand that the fate of the Conference 
now, more or less, depends upon her. The 
four Powers told the German delegates 
that they were ready to give up their 
share of the three hundred million marks 
to Great Britain, and that they contested 
the German claim that Germany was en- 
titled to a share of this sum. 

If such claim were maintained, it was 
pointed out, the German delegates had 
better visit Mr. Snowden and explain their 
standpoint to him. As far as the four 
Powers were concerned, they had made 
all the concessions that it was possible for 
them to make, and it was now up to 
Germany to come to an agreement with 
Great Britain on this matter of her claims 
to a share in the the three hundred million 
marks and on the question of increasing 
the unconditional annuities. 


GERMANS SEE MR. SNOWDEN. 

The German delegates—Dr. Helferding 
and Herr Curtius—after a meeting this 
afternoon with the representatives of the 
four Powers at once visited the British 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, and explained 
the position to him, making it clear that 
they saw no reason why Germany should 
make further sacrifices beyond the scope 
of the Young plan for the benefit of the 
four Powers. 

At the same time-it is understood that 
the Germans gave the Chancellor to under- 
stand that they would be willing to make 
concessions which would not increase 
Germany’s financial: burdens beyond the 
Young plan in return for concessions of 
a political nature, such as a definite 
promise from France that the Rhineland 
would.be evacutaed at a definite and early 
date. 


' BRITISH ATTITUDE. 

What the Chancellor's reply to the 
Germans was is not known, but it is 
believed in British cireles that he will 
not be a party to such a barter as this, 
but will again insist that the concessions 
to be made must come from the four 
Powers, and not from Getmany, who, it 
was agreed in Paris, could not be expected 
to pay more than she is asked to do under 
the Young plan. 

It should be mentioned that the pro- 
pusals which M. Jaspar (Belgium) brought 
to Mr. Snowden last night and again 
this morning did not include any German 
concessions, for the simple reason that 
Germany has not yet agreed to make any. 


A TRANSPARENT MANCGUVRE. 

To sum up the position, therefore, the 
four Powers claim to have spoken their 
last word, and are now trying to place 
the responsibility for the failure of the 
Conference on the shoulders of Germany— 
a very transparent manceuvre, which the 
Chancellor will certainly have no diff- 
culty in seeing through. 

The delegates of the four Powers are 
this evening dining with the Queen at 
the Royal Palace in The Hague. 

A meeting of the six Powers is to be 
held to-morrow afternoon, and a plenary 
session of The Hague Conference on 
Monday, in the event of a failure to 
reach agreement—which is still the most 
likely end of the Conference in the 
opinion of most judges of the situation.

The Times to-day,—in a leading article, 
says:—Each of the disputants continues to 
accuse the other of being the aggressor, and 
at the same time to call sttention in the 
most threatening way to the force at his 
disposal Each hopes that the other will 
be cowed, and each knows—though this is a 
calculation more apparent in the Soviet 
tactics than in the Chinese—that if by mis- 
chance war should result, it will be difficult 
to decide, after so many preliminary clashes, 
who is the aggressor—a consideration of 
some importance when both parties are 
signatories to the Kellogg Pact renouncing 
war, and one js a member of the League 
of Nations. The dangers of this method .of 
diplomacy are clear, and the increasingly 
aggressive methods adopted, particularly by 
the Bolshevists, may easily lead to such an 
entanglement of interest and prestige that 
neither side will be able to retreat. 

The Japanese continue to express the 
greatest optimism, but though there is no 
reason yet for the abandonment of hope that 
the quarrel will be peacefully settled, it is to 
be feared that in Tokyo the wish is father 
to the thought. 

Japan has such immense interests in Man- 
charia that a war between China and Russia 
would be a serious embarassment to her. 
Any intervention by the Powers, such as that 
recently suggested by Mr. Stimson, the United 
States Secretary of State, would bé hardly 
less distasteful. These considerations account 
for the Japanese insistence that the dispute 
van be settled, and can settled by 
direct negotiation between the parties with- 
out, outside help. The hopeful tone of al!

‘comment from Tokyo is thus to some extent 


discounted, but that does not impair the 
force of the strong Japanese influence in 
favour of peace. 

Another factor that may help in the search 
for the required formula for the basis of 
negotiations is the significant difference of 
opinion between Nanking and Mukden. There 
is ample evidence that the Mukden ruler is 
prepared to go farther to meet the Bol- 
shevists tHMan his colleagues at Nanking at 
present care to go. It is true than Chang 
Hsueh-Liang is assembling very large bodies 
of troops as a demonstration to Moscow, and 
he is certainly as ready as the Nanking 
Cabinet to beat down the Bolshevists, but 
at fhe same time his anxiety for a settlement 
should have its effect upon Chinese diplo 
matic tactics. The only danger is that the 
activities on the frontier may get out of 
hand. A skirmish may battle, 
and then it might be too late for further 
diplomacy.

STILL INADEQUATE OFFER, 
From ‘‘Tae Times” Specian

THE HAGUE, Midnight. 

Mr. Snowden is showing great patience. 
He agreed to the postponement of the meet- 
ing of the six inviting Powers from this 
afternoon until to-morrow afternoon, in order 
to give the four Fowers—France, Italy, 
Belgium, and Japan—a further chance to 
improve their new but still inadequate offer 
which has not yet been precisely formulated. 

M. Jaspar, the Belgian Prime Minister, 
visited Mr. Snowden last night and tha 
morning with what might be described 
rather as suggestions than as proposals. 
They contained nothing definite with regard 
either to the British claim for a larger share 
in the unconditional annuities, or to deli- 
veries in kind, but were virtually confined 
to the first point in the British claims— 
namely, the total of 48,000,000 marks 
{(£2,400,000), which Great Britain would 
lose through the  non-application meí 
the AS percentages to the Young 
plan Bins on this point. they repre 
sented in the British view very little advance 
on the previous proposals. 

Mr. Snowden, aiter consultation with his 
colleagues of the British delegation, informed 
M. Jaspar this morning that if the suggested 
proposals were incorporated in a definite 
offer they would be quite satisfactory. 

FIGURES EXPLAINED. 

The four Powers, it appears, are stil] 
juggling, mainly with the same figures, and 
it now seems possible to explain these figures 
more clearly. 

The only sums which have survived from 
last Friday 's memorandum of the four Powers 
are the 1,000,000,000 marks (£5,000,000) which 
Great Brita receives extra in the first year 
to cover her debt payments, and a large part 
of the surplus arising out of the overlapping 
of the Dawes and Young plans. This part is 
é at 200,000,000 marks (£10,000,000). Since 
ast week's memorandum a third sum has 
been introduced—namely, Italy's share oi 
the Czecho-Slovak liabilhty for the liberation 
debt of the succession States, which is 
150,000,000 marks (£7,500,000). 

At the 55 per cent. rate, upon which 
British calculations are based, as it is the 
rate applied throughout the Young plan, the 
annuities on these three sums would amount 
te 24,750,000 marke (£1,237,500). 

Thus the highest possible estimate the 
British Delegation are able to admit, pro- 
vided that the sums in question are really 
all available, and that it is possible in all 
cases to obtain as much as 5} per cent., is 
just over 50 per cent. of the British claim of 
48,000,000 marks (£2,400,000). The four 
Powers claimed to-day that their offer would 
amount to 28,500,000 marks (£1,.425.000), or 
some 60 per cent. In “british cireles it is 
admitted that between last night and 
this morning there was an improvement 
amourting at most to 5 per cent., so that 
the outside British esiimate at the present 
monent is 55 per cent. 

It is to be assumed thai the discrepancy 
between the two estimates is due partly to 
the persistence of the four Powers in calcu- 
lating on a higher rate of interest, and partly 
to several smal! additions to the offer, which 
did not, however, on the assurance of the 
four Power delegations themselves, touch 
their percentages under the Young Plan dis- 
tribution,

While arbitration has now been pro- 
posed both by the Dublin City Com- 
missioners and by the Government, as a 
means of settling the strike, it is learned 
that leading citizens are bringing pressure 
to bear on the Government, with a view 
to an inquiry into the whole matter of 
transport. 

Pending the inquiry, it 
the men should. return 
immediately at the existing

This proposal, no doubt, would be 
acceptable to the men, sinc? it is known 
that their leaders are in favour of setting 
up a court of inquiry to investigate 
matters relating to transport. In an 
interview on ‘Tuesday last on official of 
the union stressed the advisability of such 
a step being taken. His view was that 
there “ought to be legislation to suit 
modern conditions.”’

Mr. Gleave pointed out that tramway 
and ‘bus men, from the nature of their 
calling, had to work in the cpen in 
Dublin the eight-hour day was sjead ove 
a period of twelve hotrs: a man who 
started at 6 o'clock in the morning. «hile 
he had four of the intervening } 
himself. was not finally off duty 
&é p.m. In these circumstances. Mr. Gleava 
claimed it was not unnatural that the 
Dublin Tramways Company's employés 
should require an extra meal—four meals 
a day instead of three, like other werkers.” 
This extra meal had to be provided out 
of a wage that was already low enough 
without any further “cut.” 


THE 1924 AWARD. 


In 1924, he went on, the whole question 
of tramwaymen’s wages in Great Britain 
and Ireland was reviewed by the Joint 
Industrial Council for the tramway in- 
dustry, and as a result a tribunal was 
set up which issued an award stabilising 
wages. ‘The Dublin United Tramways 
Cumpany was not a party to the award. 
The union to which its employés are 
attached, however, was an agreeing party, 
and, that being so, the union could not 
possibly accept a lower rate of wages in 
Dublin than is recognised in cities of its 
kind in Great Britain. 

Mr. Gleave mentioned that in Belfast 
a higher rate is'paid. Whereas a “tup- 
priced’’ driver in Dublin received only 
£3 3s. 5d. a week, he said, in Belfast as 
much as £3 5s. was earned. 

Discussing the future of the transport 
industry in Dublin, he said that his union 
was “prepared to enter into an inquiry 
into the whole position of transport with 
a view to proving that co-ordination is 
essential if there is to be any lasting 
solution of the problem and a permanent 
end to the trouble with which we are now 
faced. 

“We say that a reduction of wages 
would be no lasting solution. We say also 
that, if more licences were issued for 
'buses, the result would be waste—auto- 
matic waste. There would be more ‘buses 
run than the public would fill, with the 
result that there would be wastage of 
seating accommodation, which would mean 
waste of money all round—in power, 
petrol, and everything else. 

“That being so, we say that there must 
be an inquiry at which all these facts are 
brought out, analysed and dealt with 
before there can be lasting peace in the 
industry, or safety with vehicles that are 
insured against third party risks for the 
public, who have a right to accept these 
facilities.” 

A mass meeting of the men will be held 
in the Trades Hall, Capel street, at 12 
o'clock to-day. The payment of strike 
benefit for the week was completed yester- 
day. “ 

VIEWS OF DAIL DEPUTIES. 

Irish Times representatives yesterday 
made an effort to obtain the views of the 
Dail deputies for the City and County of 
Dublin as to what should he done to bring 
about a settlement of the unfortunate 
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dispute between the Dublin United Tram- 
ways Co.; Ltd., and its conductors and 
drivers, Many of the deputies were out 
of town on holidays, but those who were 
available expressed themselves as follows : 

Mr. R. Mulcahy, the Minister for Local 
Government, would express no opinion. 

Mr. Desmond Fitzgerald; Minister for 
Défence, stated that the matter was purely 
one for Mr. McGilligan, Minister for 
Industry and Commerce, and he would 
prefer not to expréss any opinion. 

Dr. Thomas Hennessy (Government, 
Dublin City, South) said that he 
favoured the idea of the ‘contending 
parties in the strike getting together 
at a conference or inquiry sponsored 
by the Minister of Industry and 
Commerce. One must not be too dogmatic 
in suggestions, he said, but at an inquiry 
such as suggested the whole matter of dis- 
pute could be sifted thoroughly. 

Regarding the abolition of way-leaves, 
Dr. Hennessy would not express a per- 
sonal opinion, stating that he thought it 
would be a matter, if it were ever bronght 
to: any point, that would necessitate 
special legislation. To abolish the way- 
leaves, he did state, would be rather 
awkward for the Government in starting 
a precedent that would, in all probability, 
have far-reaching effects. The agricul- 
tural interest in the country was a very 
big one, and everyone knew of the plight 
of the farmers. Therefore, if the 
Government created any precedent of sub- 
sidising any industrial concern, surely the 
farmers would not be slow to follow up 
with demands on the precedent. On that 
particular account he did not think the 
Government would look very favourably 
on the suggestion of abolishing way-leave 
payments. 

WAY-LEAVES MIGHT BE REDUCED. 

Dr. Herffessy added that when the 
Tramway Company got the lease if: had 
been suggested that they also got a 
monopoly of the traffic. That monopoly, 
if it ever was one, had now disappeared, 
because of the City Commissioners’ per- 
mission to allow ‘buses to compete with 
the trams. Because of that he thought 
the amount paid for way-leaves might be 
somewhat reduced in keeping with the 
proportion of the traffic lost by the Tram- 
way Company. 

The company, he added, apparently 
want to shelve the whole thing, and, 
naturally, the men do not want a reduc- 
tion in their wages. “‘ An agreement, in 
my opinion, can only come between the 
men and the company. ‘The conference 
should be so arranged that influential 
people, besides the company and the men, 
might be represented.’”’ 

fe conclusion, Dr. Hennessy referred to 
the terms of settlement of the recent 
cotton dispute in Lancashire, whereby the 
operatives returned to work on the old 
standard of wages until the findings of 
the Commission appointed had been pub- 
lished, and said that he favoured some- 
thing on the same lines in regard to the 
tramway dispute. The whole question of 
road transport should be inquired into in 
order to safeguard the public who were in 
this dispute, as in any others that might 
arise, the real sufferers. — 


A ROUND TABLE TALK. 


Mr. Frank Kerlin (F.F., Dublin City | 


South) stated that the immediate matter 
was the holding of a round table con- 
ference between the Tramway Company, 
the men and the Government. No good, 
he agreed, would come out of the parley- 
ing that was going on, as eventually the 
stronger side must win, though the dispute 
might last for a prolonged period. 

Mr. J. J. Byrne, T.D. (Government, 
Dublin North), said that if the new work- 
ing conditions rendered the company’s 
contract inequitable, steps should be taken 
to alter its terms or set it aside; but, if 
alteration meant a reduction in its con- 
tribition to the vates, the ratepayers 
should face it. He favoured the establish- 
ment of an Industrial Transport Council 
compesed of employers and men to deal 
with such dislocations of trade. 

Mr. Batt O’Connor (Government), 
refused to make any statement. 

Mr. J. X. Murphy (Independent) said 
that the strike had called attention to 
the fact that, on account of the way in 
which buses and motor cars are increas- 
ing, there is no room for trams in the 
centre of the city. There should, he said, 
be some accommodation by which, if 
trams were not allowed to run within a 
mile of College Green, the company 
should have preferential treatment in the 
matter of *bus routes in the city area. 
There must, he said, be something excep- 
tional in the Tramways Company's 
finances to oblige them to take the step 
they did, because he knew that the com- 
pany did not like it. He hoped something 
would be done to relieve congestion in the 
centre of the city. 

He also expressed the hope that some 
thing would be done to bring about a 
conference between the parties concerned. 


WOMAN MEMBER'S VIEW. 

“There is one fact,” said Mrs. gs a 
Collins-O’Driscoll, “ so obvious that nobody 
appears to have noticed it. ‘That fact is 
that, if the Dublin tramways were scrapped 
or closed down, the ratepayers of Dublin City 
and the townships stand to lose, not £15,00 
or £35,000 a year, but the sum of £84,000 
a year at present paid by the company for 
way-leaves, rates, and for the maintenance of 
that portion of the streets over which the 
trams travel. During the past week numbers 
of penne have said to me that, strike or no 
strike, the Dublin tramways are doomed. 
Others have said that there is no future 
before the tramways, and that in a few years’ 
time they must cease to function. Plausible 
arguments are advanced in favour of these 
views, which are fairly general. 

“*Personally, I do not believe that these 
gloomy prophecies will be fulfilled. But, as 
a help towards the prevention of their fulfil- 
ment, and towards preventing the throwing 
of over 2,000 decent, respectable men on the 
— heap, it occurs to me that it would be 
g business on the part of the ratepayers 
to agree to the foregoing of the £15,000 paid 
for way-leaves in order to save the balance 
of the £84,000. Some further easéments might 
be made in the matter of rates. It is marti- 
festly unfair to charge the Tramway Com- 
pany on as high a valuation when the trams 
are earning no dividend as when they were 
able to pay six or seven per cent. To make 
these adjustments would need legislation. 


A SUGGESTION. 


“Here I have a suggestion to offer. 
Primarily the tramway strike and its settle- 
ment do not concern the Government and 
the Oireachtas so much as the people of 
Dublin and their representatives. My sug- 
gestion is that the Government should ap-

on of the Dublin tramways with a view to 
recommending what amount of relief should 
be given to them out of this £84,000 that 
they are paying at present,’ legislation to 
follow immediately on the findings of the 
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Commission. I would, bat th

“I have never seen a strike in this country 
in which the general sympathy was so muc 
with both sides to the dispute. Everyone has 
a good word to say for the men, who are 
performing a — utility service very 
efficiently, The Tramway Company, in having 
all their carriages made in Dublin, have 
contributed much to the prosperity of the 
city in the very trying times through which 
we have passed. Next to Messrs. Guinness 
they are, I believe, the largest employers in 
the capital. Many of the people of Dublin 
never appreciated the tramcars so much as 
during the past week, when they have had 
to do without, them. 

“ As far as the future of the tramways is 
concerned, there is just the possibility that 
the cheaper power from the Shannon scheme 
will be a very vital factor in lengthening the 
period of their functioning.’’ 

“ STOP WRITING TO THE PRESS.” 

“I have a keen personal interest in the 
matter,” said Mr. Gearoid O'Sullivan, T.D., 
"" because, not being the possessor of a motor 
car, I suffer all the inconveniences that the 
public endure.”’ 

“I have been in touch with the Department 
of Industry and Commerce every day in con- 
nection with the strike,” he continued, “ and 
I have followed the situation most. carefully. 
I have refrained from writing letters to the 
Press on the subject, however, because | con- 
sider that they make the situation more diffi- 
cult for everyone concerned instead of helping 
towards a solution. 

**T have urged that a conference should be 
held on the lines suggested by the Com- 
missioners, and I believe that it will be held. 
Pending the holding of sueh a conference, I 
think it would he much better if people 
refrained from writing to the Press on the 
subject.” 

“ Will this conference he held in the im-

AN EX-LORD MAYOR'S 
SUGGESTION.

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THE CASE OF SHYLOCK, 
An ex-Lord Mayor of Dublin, who is 

not a shareholder in the Tramways Com- 

pany, made some valuable suggestions-@ 

According to law, he said, the Tram- 
ways Company, if they decided to cease 
running trams altogether and replace 
them with omnibuses, would still have to 
pay way-leave taxation on their fifty 
miles of lines and maintain that part of 
the thoroughfare over which their service 
runs. In addition, they should pay the 
road licence duty on each ’bus, as other 
owners have to do, but who contribute 
nothing either to the maintenance of the 
roads beyond paying their road licence, 
nor to the upkeep of the highways over 
which they run. 

He suggested that the Minister for Ilocal 
Government should personally hold an 
inquiry and get information concerning 
the expenses of the company and their 
receipts, the taxation paid by the 
company, and the taxation paid by other 
"bus owners running in Dublin city and 
county. 

With this and other information before 
him he was of the opinion that the Minister 
would be able to make an order or, if 
necessary, get an Act of Parliament 
passed to deal equitably with all con- 
cerned in the transport passenger problem 
in Dublin city and county. In the mean- 
time the men would return to work, and 
both they and the company would feel 
that each would get just treatment, 


MONOPOLY HAS CEASED. 

“Tt will not be denied,” said this 
gentleman, .“‘that the Tramways Company 
entered into certain agreements with local 
authorities because the company was then 
obtaining a practical monopoly for tne 
carriage of passengers in a large way; 
neither will it be denied that owing to 
the development of the omnibus syateim 
the practical monopoly has ceased to 
exist. 

“Tt is true in law that the Dublin 
Commissioners and the other local 
authorities are still entitled to ask, and 
can compel the Tramways Company to 
carry out in its entirety the various 
agreements regarding way-leave, taxation 
of lines, and the repair and maintenance 
of lines entered into. 

‘It is equally true that Shylock was 
in law entitled to his pound of flesh, and 
it appears to me that the Commissioners 
approve of the moral doctrine of Shylock. 

“The child-like statement which 
appeared in yesterday’s Irish Times, 
coming officially from the Commissioners, 
deceives no one, not even the Com- 
missioners themselves; and it is, there- 
fore, well in the general interests to get 
at the actual facts. When the Tramways 
Company entered into their agreements 
with the local authorities if was proper 
and right that for the privilege the 
company received the local ratepayers 
should receive some substantial considera- 
tion, and the consideration of way-leave, 
rates and repairs helped to relieve the 
claim upon them for the maintenance of 
streets. At that time there was no road 
fund from motor taxation, and local rate- 
payers did not receive any relief from any 
similar source. 


FROM THE ROAD FUND. 

“Will the Commissioners have any objec- 
tion to state what relief they now receive 
from the Road Fund to enable them to keep 
the streets in repair, a source they had not 
at the time the monopoly was given to the 
Tramway Company, and which source of in- 
come they have now, because the Tramway 
Company has no such monopoly? 

‘The publishing of these figures would, | 
think, show that the Commissioners for the 
last couple of years are receiving in round 
figures anything from £50,000 to £80,000 per 
annum, received from taxation upon motors, 
while the use of the roads by motorists is 
not doing as much harm to the roads ns the 
old steel hoofed horses and stee!] tyre-banded 
wheels, which were then used for ordinary 
trade and carriage purposes.

TIME FOR REVISION, 

‘* That is a clear indication that the matter 
has not been finally settled, and that the 
Oireachtas itself preconceived that the time 
might arrive that the whole situation should 
he reviewed, and the impartial man will 
agree that that time has now arrived. 

“I suggest that the Minister of T.ocal 
Government, should immediately himself, ind 
not through any of his officials, initiate any 
inquiry, and have the following information 
laid before him :— 

‘“‘(a) The number of trams now in use, and 
the number in use three years ago; the 
number of passengers carried each year, and 
the actual receipts from tram passengers ; the 
number of ‘buses put on the road by the 
Tramway Company each year, the passengers 
carried, and the traftic receipts; the number 
of ‘buses on the roads in Dublin owned by 
other persons than the Tramway Company.

‘All these figures will give the Minister 
an ides to what extent the Tramway Com- 
pany has lost its monopoly and to what 
extent the loca) authorities have benefited in 
cash by taxation from the Road Fund re- 
ceived generally from the use of motor cars 
and particulyrly from the use of ‘buses, 

“The Minister will then be in a position 
to make recommendations which will give the 
Tramway Company a fair chance to exist, 
ind put the local authorities on a reasonable 
basis of cath receipts such as they had before 
the Commissioners came into operation. 

“In addition the Minister might have 
recommendations from General O’ Duffy, Chief 
of the Civie Guards, who has the control of 
traffic regulations, and the recommendations 
might be made as to the number of 'buses 
to be allowed to ply in Dublin City ard 
County, having, of course, regard to the 
convenience of the public, based upon the 
theory that our traffic facilities should be 
worked. on lines of real economy. 

“The Minister might on this information 
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settle the whole question on a fair and equit- 
able basis, and if he found that he had no 
powers at the moment he could in the next 
Session of the Oireachtas quite easily get 
from our public representatives all the power 
necessary, He could do more, and L am sure 
if he undertook to hold such an inquiry there 
would be no difficulty in ‘getting 
back to work upon the old basis, and both 
the company and the men would fcel that the 
result of the inquiry must be a change in the 
present system that will give fair play to 
everybody involved in transit” accommodation 
in Dublin, and would give the local authori- 
ties, between what they were receiving from 
the Tramway Company and the Road Fund, 
a great deal more than they ever thought 
they would receive in the days gone by. 

“I may add that I. am not a shareholder 
in the Tramway Company, and when I was a 
public representative I was recognised to be 
the strongest opponent of the Tramway Com 
pany when it sought power to control the 
lighting of the city by electricity.”

And 
thirdly—the urgent need for some authority 
to deal with the problem of traffic congestion 
in the central parts of Dublin, and with the 
overlapping of transport services in suburban 
areas. 7 

During the week.which has elapsed since 
my article appeared it would almost seem 
that no progress hag been made, either to 
deal with the immediate crisis or to find 
possible methods of dealing with the larger 
issues involved. But in fact this is not the 
ease. Thanks, mainly, to the efforts of the 
Irish T'umes and its contributors, we are now 
in a position to form much clearer judgments 
not merely of the immediate question at issue, 
but as to possible methods of dealing with 
the whole problem of civic street transport. 
We have, at all events, begun to get nd of 
the absurd conception that Acts of Parlia- 
ment and contractual obligations entered into 
thirty years ago should limit our freedom of 


‘| judgment, and cripple our freedom of action 


when totally new and unforeseen conditions 
have arisen. 
- THE “ ROAD FUND” METHOD. 

Having carefully considered the various 
proposals “which have been made by corre- 
spondents of the /rish Times and others, I 
have personally arrived at the conclusion that 
the Road Fund—which has benefited to the 
extent of many hundreds of thousands of 
pounds, and every month increases its 
revenues to the detriment of tramway share- 
olders and tramway employés—should make 
the main contribution which is essential to an 
immediate solution of the present crisis. Such 
a contribution is, I am convinced, demanded 
as an act of ordinary equity—upon the one 
hand, to the ratepayer and the tramway 
passenger; and, upon the other, to the 
shareholder and the Tramways Company’s 
employés, both of whom now find themselves 
in the dual grip of remorseless economic 
forces and of archaic legislation. But—and 
of even greater importance to the whole future 
organisation of street traflic—is the sugges- 
tion that the tramcar should in future be 
taxed upon precisely the. same basis as the 
omnibus. The advantages of such an elastic 
scale of taxation—permitting the Tramways 
Company itself to substitute the omnibus for 
the tram without direct financial sacrifices— 
appear to be so obvious as hardly to require 
serious discussion. ” 

FUTURE OF TRAMWAY COMPANY. 

Before developing a series of immediately 
practical snggestions—which is the main pur- 
pose of this article—therg is one aspect of 
the whole question which does not yet ap- 
pear to have been discussed. If, as appears 
to be not improbable, the omnibus—in spite 
of any temporary financial readjustments— 
succeeds in ousting the tramcar, what is to 
be the future of the Tramways Company? 

My personal view is that considerations 
both qf abstract equity and of transport 
efficiency indicate the desirability of the early 
restriction of omnibus licences and the con: 
cession to the Tramways Company of future 
rights to own and operate a certain definite 
proportion of the total street traffic of Greater 
Dublin. 
terms, it is that the Tramways Company 
should in future have the right to substitute 
two omnibuses for each tramcar that the 
company may decide to abandon. I mention 
this particular figure merely. to illustrate a 
clear principle. i 

A TRANSPORT COUNCIL; 

Whatever differences of opinion may exist 
on other matters, there is, at all events, 
general agreement that the time has come 
for the establishment of some kind of Greater 
Dublin Authority to organise and regu 
street. traffic. Whether this Goniro] sho 
ultimately’ be vestéd in one administrative 
body—as suggested by ‘4A Reluctant Pedes- 
rian," and other correspondents of the 
Trish T'imes—or in a Traffic Board, on which 
Government Departments, local authorities, 
and other principal transport operators would 
be represented, is a big and difficult question ; 
it 1s, at all events, one which cannot be de- 
termined until some temporary solution of 
the present crisis has been found. 

LEGISLATION NECESSARY. 
Nor is it possible to contemplate the con- 


To state my view-in its simplest. } 


ships between the Tramway Company and the 
public. What practical and immediate action, 
then, if any, is open to Ministers! What 
instant and effective steps can be taken by 
the Executive Council—in anticipation of 
the approval of the Dail and Senate—to open 
up the way to an immediate resumption of 
tramway services; and to & general solution 
of the whole intricate problems of Dublin 
street traffic? To. that question | propose 
to outline an answer which I hope may not 
be altogether unhelpful. 
ARBITRATION ? 
But, before, developing au alternative pro- 
], it is necessary to inquire whether the 
ordinary procedure of arbitration (which the 
Minister tor Industry and Commerce can put 
into force in. connection with any trade 
dispute as to rates of wages or conditions of 
employment) could usefully, be applied to the 
present crisis. Would it be accepted by the 
tramway Company, or its employés, at the 
stage which we have now reached? And, tf 
it were accepted, would it be likely to lead 
to any broad or abiding solution of the whole 
street traffic problem, of which the present 
crisis is but an incident? To these questions 


negative! 

No mere compromise on rates of wages— 
even if such a compromise were possible— 
would bring us substantially nearer to a 
solution of the big problem. ‘That problem is 
the radical reorganisat.on of our whole 
machinery and control of public service street 
transport. 

CONFERENCE? 

I must. now table some alternative pro- 
cedure which should secure (a) an immediate 
restoration of tramway services and (b) the 
report of a competent tribunal upon the 
whole question of street transport, including 
recommendations as to the rates of wages, 
and tha conditions of employment under 
which it should in future be conducted. 

Here then—stated in the broadest outline— 
are my suggestions :— 

(1) That President Cosgrave, or the 
Minister for Industry and Commerce, 
should at once announce his decision 
to appoint an official traffic conference 
to consider, and report within two 
months, what changes, if any, should 
be made in (a) the present financial 
relationships between the Tramways 
Company, local authorities, and the 
Road Fund; and (b) the legislative and 
administrative control of public service 
passenger vehicles in the City and 
County of Dublin. 

(2) That the Executive Council should 
undertake to give the earliest possible 
and most sympathetic consideration to 
such financial and adminstrative recom- 
mendations .as the conference may 
present. 

(3) That, pending the report of the traffic 
conference, the directors and employes 
of the Tramways Company should 
agree to resume work immediately on 
the old rates of. wages, without pre- 
judice to either party & right to 9 nos 
the whole wages question as and when 
the Government have received and an- 
nounced their decisions upon the find- 
ings of the proposed traffic conference. 

(4) That the members of the conference 
should include :— 

(a) A Judge of the High Court or 
other nominee of the Minister for In- 
dustry and Commerce as chairman. 

(x) A nominee of the Tramways 
Company. 

(c) A nominee of the Irish "Bus 
Owners’ Protection Association. 

(p) A nominee of the Ministry o! 
Justice to represent the authorities oí 
the Civic Guard. 

(gs) A nominee of the Ministry oí 
Loeal Government to represent the 
special interests of the Road Fund. 

(vy) A representative of the Tram 
ways Company’s employés. 

[g) A nominee of the Irish Labour 
Party. 

(x) A yepresentative of the Dublin 
City Commissioners; and 

(x) A nominee of Dublin County 
Council to represent the interests of the 
Urban District Councils of Rathmines, 
Pembroke, etc. 

Such an outline is intended merely to show 
how a small representative council—of mine 
members—might be so constituted as to 
embrace every substantial interest whiclb 4s 
directly concerned in the present crisis, oy- in 
its inevitably general results, might be con- 
stituted. Other and better bases of composi- 
tion may commend themselves to President 
Cosgrave and his Ministerial colleagues. That 
is a relatively unimportant detail. The 
essential and urgent step for which I plead is 
the reference of the whole complicated issues, 
which Jie behind the present crisis, to some 
body whose proposals may lead to the pro- 


tinuance of the strike, until the Oireachtas 
reassembles to consider and. confirm 
proposals for the alteration of the 
present financial and administrative relation- 


duction of order and efficiency from the pre 
sent risks and chaos and waste of Dublin 
street transport. To that end I nurse the 
hope that this contribution may not prove to 
be entirely without value!
